London, Feb. 0.— Mr. Spencer Wilkin- 
o, discussing General Bullet's last 

movement in the Morning Post to-day 

says: 

"The advantage of this line of action is 
hnt with modern weapons the operation 
>f piercing the enemy's front is one of 
the utmost difficulty. At the beginning 
each side can concentrate on one point of 
the enemy's lines the fire of the long por- 
iou of its own front, of all the riflemen 
along a front of a mile and a half, and 
of all the guns along a front of three or 
four nuleti. A.s the assailant chooses hi 
point of attack he can at the outset gain 
a superiority o£ fire against that point, 
hut as he advances and pushes bnck part 
of the enemy's line, the enemy can pour 
on his troops the converging fire of a 
great semi-circle, while the assailants' 
lire from his convex front is divergent 
rather thnn convergent. 

'This task, hard in any case, is reri 
dered harder when a river must first be 
crossed, for a river between two armies 
prevents the assailant from engaging the 
defender along his whole front, except 
with artillery, and therefore a defender, 
as soon as he recognizes the real point of 
attack, can hurry troops from both wings 
to his centre* The river also limits the 
number of troops that an assailant can 
bring to bear for they must all cross the 
ridge or bridges by defile. 

General Buller has made a good start, 
u order to be able to advance he will 
probably have to drive the Boerti-lrom 
Doom Kloof, to separate tha two Boer 
ings, and then while holding one to at- 
tack, crush the other. 

That caunot be any easy matter, for 
y can move troops faster than we, 
mid will probably pour a heavy tire from 
north and west if not from north, west 
ud east, on Vaal Krantz. 
"We hear from Ladysmith that Boer 
avy baggage has gone toward the pns- 
ge. The Boor* are well aware that de- 
eat means for them the raising of the 
liege of Ladysmith and their retreat from 
the district." 



FOODSTUFFS FOR ARMY. 

United States Sending Immense Ship- 
ments for British Troops in South 
Africa. 

New York, Feb. 8.— Three steamships 
that rae practically, though not actually 
British transports, arrived in port to-day. 
They are the Dominico, Barton and Lar- 
rinnga, and the Hyanthess. The first two 
will load in Brooklyn and the iast at 
Jersey City. 

All three will take on cargoes of food 
for cavalry. They register in the neigh- 
borhood of :{,C00 tons each, and will car- 
ry IL'0,000 bushels oats and 20,000 bales 
of hay each. 

The loading of the ships is to he done 
by Barber & Co., and to-dny the firm 
despatched from Brooklyn the steamship 
St. Dunston. She is loaded entirely with 
wheat, Hour and provisions, of which she 
carries over sixty thousand tons. The 
Bucent, loding at Norton St Sons' piers, 
is taking on a similar cargo of 00,000 
tons. Both are going to South Africa. 
New Orleans, Feb. 8.— The British 
tcamer Magician, Capt. Wood, cleared 
to-day for Capetown, Africa, with a 
housand mules for the British govern- 
ment and a large lot of foodstuffs.

London, Feb. 0— The Daily Telegraph 
has received the following dispatch dat- 
ed Tuesday, Feb. 0, from Spearman's 
Co mp: 

"This is the second day of the battle 
and the lighting has been fiercer than 
it was yesterday. At dawn the Boers 
began the action by shelling our bivouac 
with "Long Tom" and "I'ompon" guns 
from Doom Kloof. Their six inch shells 
fell near the spot where General Buller 
and staff were watching the engage- 
ment. One shell burst amid a squadron 
of the 13th Hussars, but not a man was 
hurt. 

"Our guns from Zwnrts ICop and on 
(he plain soon silenced the enemy's artil- 
lery, but repentedly the Boers brought 
back their guns, popped them into work 
over the hills, fired a few rounds, and 
then again changed their positions. 

"During the morning our gunners suc- 
ceeded in blowing up the enemy's am- 
munition on Doom Kloof." 

"General Lyttleton's brigade was shot 
at from three sides, and had a warm 
time upon Vaal Krantz. Desperate ef- 
forts were made by the Boers to recover 
the smoking hill. The Durham Light 
Infantry, King's Royal Rifles and Scot- 
tish Rifles gallantly charged and cleared 
tlie position. General Hildyard's bri- 
gade relieved General Lyttleton's bri- 
gade towards sunset. Fighting continued 
until nine. 

'Several prisoners have been taken. 
They say the Boers yesterday lost heav- 
ily. The enemy suffered severely to- 
day. It is reported that among the dead 
in tt*»lr trenches armed Kaffirs were 
found. ... , — , .i.:.

London, Feb. S.— In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Mr. George Wyndham, 
parliamentary secretary of the war 
office, answering a question, 6aid that 
2,'2S5 officers and men of the British 
army are missing, but it was uncertain 
how many of them were at Pretoria. As 
to their protection in case the British be- 
sieged Pretoria, Mr. Wyndham said the 
government left that to the discretion of 
Lord Roberts. $ 

Answering another question Mr. 
Wyndham said that in addition to the 
180,000 troops in South Africa, recent- 
ly mentioned in his speech, the govern- 
ment had decided to send seventeen 
more battulions of militia nud 3,000 
Yeomanry, making a total for the mi- 
litia of over 20,000 men, and for the 
Yeomanry 8,000. 

The grand total in South Africa, he 
added, would then be 104,000 effectives, 
exclusive of sick and wounded. 

Replying to a series of questions on 
the subject of Delagoa Bay, Mr. Wui. 
St. John Broderick, parliamentary secre- 
tary of the foreign office, said the gov- 
ernment had not been vouchsafed any 
reason or explanation for the delay in 
the delivery of the award, nor was the 
government aware "of the causes of the 
delay, which it eonsiderB regrettable." 
The government, however, could not in- 
terfere with the view of hastening the 
proceedings of the tribunal. 

Answering a question regarding the 
purchase of hay in the United States, 
it was said on behallf of the government 
that the ministry had no knowledge that 
bad buy was being consigned from the 
United States to South Africa, It was 
argned that the home grown hay was 
much costlier nnd was not as suitable 
in the present conditions as American 
hay. 

WOUNDED ON THE MAINE. 

Hospital Ship in Favor Because of Its 
Excellent Equipment. 

London, Feb. S.— Lady Randolph 
Churchill has cabled to the Maine hospi- 
tal ship committee as follows: 

"Durban, Feb. 8.— One hundred and 
forty patients are now on beard the 
Maine, mostly Fusiliers, Hussars, West 
Yorks and Lancers. There are sixty- 
nine wounded, mostly from Colenso and 
Spion Kop, including stretcher bearers 
nnd members of the Army Medical 
Corps. There an? many cases of rheu- 
matism and fever. Expecting addition- 
als to-day. 

"Owing to the excellence of the ship 
the authorities ore giving us many cot 
cases. The staff is hard at work and 
everything is satisfactory." 



NO SECOND MA.TUBA. 

London, Feb. 8.— Mr. Thomas W. Ross, 
x Liberal who opposed the Home Rule 
member for South Division of Tyrone, 
replying to Mr. Healy on behalf of the 
government said, there was one day the 
Boers would never celebrate, and thnt 
was the date the British parliament 
should surrender under ignoble conditions 
as in 1881.

HARRY SALMON,^ j^u^ 
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Buller's Silence 
% Makes Anxiety 



Last Reports Left Troops In 
Position Calling for Contin- 
ued Heavy Fighting. 



Equipment of Navy Now Criti- 
cised— Risk Incurred Through 
Obsolete Guns. 



By Associated Tress. 

London, Feb. 0.— (4 a.m.)— AH the 
messages from the observers with Gen- 
eral Ituller throw in a phrase or two 
about 'the strength of the Boer posi- 
tions," and "the difficulties of General 
Buller's work," but they do uot 'carry 
events beyond Tuesday evening. Their 
last slender narratives leave the 'British 
advance on Vaal Krautz, in the centre 
of a semi-circle where the troops are ex- 
posed to the Boer artillery on both sides 
and in the ceutre. 

The lighting continued until 9 Tuesday 
evening, and almost without doubt con- 
tinued 'Wednesday, as the Boers certain- 
ly would not leave this wedge into then- 
lines unmolested. It is also inferred 
that General Bailor must either continue 
his advance or retire. The heaviest light 
ing appears ti> have been on Tuesday 
General Bailer's 232 casualties are men 
tioned as having occurred before Tuos 
day noon. Large lists arn consequent- 
ly expected for the rest of the day. 

The casualties already reported bring 
the total British losses to 10,244 killed, 
wounded and captured. . . 

The disposition here is rather to mini- 
mize the importance of the fighting in 
Natal, and to suggest that this is only 
an incident anyway, placing hope upon 
the expected decisive engagements in 
northern Capo Colony upon the invasion 
of the Free State by Lord Roberts. At 
all events this is the official view. The 
public does not like these new waits, and 
there is sharp anxiety for further news. 

In Cape Colony Gen. Macdonnld has 
had a skirmish with a thousand Boers at 
Koodoodorg. This was on Monday. The 
Boers have been taking the offensive 
against General French near Itensbor 
us well as against General Gatacre in the 
Stroiuberg Hills. 

Since the war lias strained the 
sources of the military system, Engllsh- 
ment have been troubled with the pos- 
sibility that sea fighting might show 
naval defects which would weaken the 
first line of defence in which the country 
lias placed such complete trust. This ap- 
prehension has suddenly found express- 
ion, during the last two or three days 
half the newspapers in England. The 
government's attention has been directed 
to the muzzle-loading guns. Even pub- 
lic men have been painfully surprised to 
learn that sixteen battleships and eight 
armored cruisers depend upon muzzle 
loaders. 

This means that small but faster ships' 
modern guns would be able to lay one 
thousand to two thousand yards out of 
range and to disable in leisurely fashion 
about one-thftd of the vessels which ap- 
pear in the naval list as "first class." The 
Admiralty is understood to be preparing 
to remedy this defect. It is to propose 
also considerable additions that will pre- 
serve the present ratio of Breat Britain's 
naval strength to Uiat of France and 
Germany. 

A supplementary army estimate to 
March 31 was laid before the House of 
Commons yesterday but was not made 
public. It is reported that the call is for 
twenty million pounds, which would 
make the cost of the war up to date 
thirty million pounds. The maintenance 
of 200,000 men at the front it is estimat- 
ed costs between eight million pounds 
and tea million pounds per month. 

AN INSOLENT PROPOSAL. 

Brother of Cape Premier Hints at Fu- 
ture Trouble Unless British Make 
i Peace Overtures. 

London, Feb. 0— The Daily Chronicle 
publishes to-day a long disquisition upon 
South African affairs from S. C. Cron- 
weight Schreiner, who advocates peace 
overtures by Great Britain. He says: 

"I am convinced that if the two repub- 
lics had a sufficient guarantee that their 
independence would be respected, the 
(Transvaal would grant a five-year re- 
trospective franchise, the 'burghers would 
retire to their own countries and the war 
would cease immediately." 

These views, coming from a kinsman of 
Mr. W. P. Schreiner, the Cape Premier, 
-will probably excite much comment. Mr. 
Cronweight Scheiner points out that the 
Dutch outnumber the English colonists 
and that if local self-government con- 
tinues to exist it would ba in control of 
a large and separated anti-British ma- 
jority firmly imbued with the conviction 
(hut the war was forced on the Boers.

General has received a cable message 
from General Otis as follows: 

"Manila, Feb. 7th, Captain Smith, 19th 
Infantry died at Sogele S:30 o'clock p.m.

A meeting of the 
committee appointed io make arrange- 
ments for the meeting in the Drill Hall 
to-night was held iu the mayor's office 
yesterday, and it was agreed that the 
programme should embrace the passage 
of three resolutions. The first will deal 
with the unity of the Empire, the second 
with the duty of Canada to furnish the 
Imperial government with additional 
troops as they are required and the third 
will deal with the necessity of contribu- 
tions to the relief fund. These resolu- 
tions have been drawn to give opportun- 
ity for several short and pointed speech- 
es. Amongst those who have been ask- 
ed to support them are the following 
gentlemen: E. V. Bod well, Q.O., A. L. 
Belyea, Q.C., A. G. McCandless, Captain 
Clive Phillips Wolley, C. EI. Lugrin, 
Lieut. Col. Gregory, Rev. W. D. Barber, 
and Rev \V. Leslie Clay. Of course 
Mayor Ilayward will preside. 

The band of the Fifth Regiment will 
be in attendance, and will contribute sev- 
eral patriotic selections, and some of the 
best known lady and gentlemen vocal- 
ists will contribute suitable numbers, 
among which will be "Soldiers of the 
Queen," to be sung by Miss Lombard, iu 
costume. 

Over one thousand chairs have been 
placed in the hall for the convenience of 
ladies and their escorts. At the same 
time a large space will be available for 
those who prefer to promenade. 

The Victoria Board of Trade has al- 
ready endorsed the movement and re- 
ports are daily coining in from a large 
number of cities in British Columbia and 
throughout the whole of Canada of their 
enthusiastic endorsements, and it is 
earnestly hoped that the citizens will not 
lie lacking in the same spirit of loyalty.

Doekstader, Cody, 
were appointed a committee to take 1 the 
matter In hand and Interview both parties. 
They met the mine owners, who were hold- 
ing a meeting In the Hotel lteco, and re- 
mained with them till mldnig.it. They se- 
cured a definite and signed statement from 
them. The owners concede several points. 
They will pay $3.25, with extra ii£ bad 
places, and will not discriminate regard- 
ing union men. The owners state that they 
prefer home labor rather than foreign. 

The committee met the union men this 
morning In Onion hall, ami laid the whole 
situation before them. They promised full 
discussion at a meeting of the union to be 
held on Saturday night, when they will 
take definite action. The miners state they 
are willing to sign a wage schedule for live 
years If necessary The committee reported 
progress to a meeting (if citizens which was 
hold later. 

Both sides met the committee In a friend- 
ly spirit. The settlement Is now In the 
liands of the union and the trouble, it is 
expected, will soon be over.

THE GERMAN NAVY. 

May in Five Years Control the North 
Sea and in Fight Surpass That 
of France 

Berlin, Feb. 7. — An American naval 
officer now in Berlin who enjoys excep- 
tional advantages for gathering informa- 
tion regarding the German navy asserts 
that the German government has made 
all the preparations necessary to finish 
the construction of the new warships by 
1008 instead of 1910. as the naval aug- 
mentation bill seemingly provides. In 
1008 the German navy, 'according to this 
officer, will have 37 battleships varying 
from 11,000 to 13.000 tons, and thirty 
large and forty small armored cruisers, 
thus exceeding in fighting power the 
navy of France. 

Before the end of 1005— still according 
to the same information— Germany will 
be mistress of the North sen and her 
licet will beat the American tenfold. 

Tin.' Germnni, the oragu of the Cen- 
trists, asserts that the Conservative 
lenders are now attempting to induce the 
Centrists to vote against the govern- 
ment's bill, although, in order to curry 
favor witli the Emperor they publicly 
pretend to advocate its passage. The 
declaration fell to-day like a bomb on 
the Conservative cnnifi. 

A SENATOR'S SACRILEGE. 

Setting Up the Head Filipino Savage 
Against the American Naval 
Hero. 

Washington, Feb. 7.— A lively tilt be- 
tween Senator Depew and Mr. Petti- 
grew was an unexpected feature of the 
proceedings in the senate to-day. Mr. 
Depew read a letter from President 
Scburmann of the Philippine Commission 
flatly contradicting statements made by 
Mr. Pettigrew in a speech several days 
ago. and then commented caustically up- 
on the methods of the South Dakota 
senator in impugning the evidence of such 
men as President Schnrmann and Ad- 
miral Dewey, through the statements of 
Aguinaldo. Mr. Pettigrew replied sharp- 
ly, repeating much that he has said here- 
tofore, but distinctly reiterating the 
statements which had called forth the 
deaials of both President Schrumunn and 
Admiral Dewey.

('apt. Reynolds and his prisoner arrived 
from Canada at half-past I wo o'clock and 
at once went to police headquarters, where 
Miller was Introduced to chief of police 
Devery. Chief Dcvery was anxious to find 
out something of Miller's doings since lie 
left the city, hut Miller positively declined 
to say a word in that direction. After be- 
ing measured according to the Bertllloll 
system and photographed for the ICogues' 
OaltcrJ, he was taken to Brooklyn to lie 
placed In the custody of Kings county dis- 
trict attorney. 

According to a statement made by chief 
of police Devery, Capt. Reynolds found Mil- 
ler in Montreal. In following up clues, he 
ran across a man who knew Miller, and 
followed his movements and the latter and 
Miller met. 

Miller was taken from police headquar- 
ters to Brooklyn, arraigned before Judge 
Hum In comity court and held In $12,000 
hall, which being unable to furnish he was 
transferred to Raymond street jail.

FORCED A BANK VAULT. 

Burglars Make a Haul in Little Quebec 
Town, but Are Captured With 
Their Spoil. 

Danville, Que., Feb. 8.— Burglars en- 
tered the branch of the People's Bunk of 
Halifax hero at an early hour this morn- 
ing, forced the door of the vault with 
nitro-glycerine, and secured $5,000 in 
gold, silver and bills. Six men were con- 
cerned in the job and they got away safe- 
ly. 

They were captured, however, at 
Windsor Falls, after a hund-to-haud 
light with the authorities iu which one 
of the burglars was badly wounded. The 
money was found divided among the 
men. 

The robbers met a young man named 
Fisley, and fearing he might suspect 
something and raise the alarm, they 
grabbed him, blindfolded him, and forc- 
ed him to enter the bank with them. 
There they tied him. On trying the vault 
doors they found the job was a big one. 
Three doors hud to be forced open be- 
fore getting into the vault. Nitro-glyccr- 
iue was used. When all preparations 
were completed the men applied n fuse 
and retired outside to await the detona- 
tion. The precaution* was taken to 
bring young F.s!ey along with them. 
The detonation opened the lirrst door, 
atld as no one in till" neighborhood seem- 
ed to have been disunited by the noise, 
the men re-entered the bank and opened 
th second door. The money taken was 
for the greater part in bills of the Peo- 
ple's Bank of Halifax. 

The burglars, six in all, were cornered 
at Windsor .Mills this afternoon. A re- 
gular pitched battle followed. They had 
been followed from Danville by u posse 
of police and citizens who overtook them 
mi the outskirts of the town. The bur- 
glars opened tire, and the pursuers re- 
turned it. Finally two of the burglars 
were wounded mid the whole gang sur- 
rendered. None of the citizens were 
hint. The burglars were taken to Sher- 
brooke where they are now lodged in 
jail. They gave their names us .lames 
Moore, Andrew Mortimer, Fd. McCar- 
thy, Frank Williams, Frank Allan and 
John Brooks.

From the Vancouver News-Advertis- 
er: The steamer Comox, which arived 
late last evening from the north, bring 
news of a terrible experience of suffer- 
ing, which resulted in the death of oue 
man and the mirow escape of another. 
The fatality was the result of a heavy- 
wind on Monday night. 

Charles Johnston, a brawny logger, 
who was at one time employed in the 
Moodyville mill, and George Clarke, nn 
old man of nearly 00, were ou their way 
to the north coast on a prospecting trip. 
They had a suiling sloop, and until Mon- 
day afternoon had a line trip. They 
were nearly 00 miles from Vancouver, 
not far from Lund, when the storm 
struck them. It had been coming in 
gusts for several hours, but the full 
force of the south-wester struck them 
shortly before 7 o'clock. Their boat was 
capsized, and the men hung to the over- 
turned craft for 150 hours. They drifted . 
opposite Kinghorn island and into a hayj 
known as Desolation Sound. On Tues- 
day afternoon Johnston started to swim 
ashore, a mile away. The shore all 
along is steep and rocky, and the surf 
was breaking with a continual roar. 
Johnston saw that it would mean death 
to attempt it, and feeling a duty to- 
wards his older nnd weaker companion, 
he turned once more to the floating boat. 
To work hack against the wind was 
much harder than it had been to go to- 
wards shore, but he at length reached 
the boat. Tuesday night it was (-older, 
but the evening was lighter than the 
night before. The old man's mind was 
wandering by this time, and the length 
of time they had gone without food 
made an awful situation still more hor- 
rible. They knew that the steamer Co- 
mox.from Vancouver, was bound to pass 
that way early in the evening. The hope 
of being picked up by her kept their 
hearts up, and never was so welcome a 
dream ns from the lights of the steamer. 
They could see her first a couple or 
miles away, and then she came as close 
as a mile as nearly as they could judge. 
They yelled till their throats were sore, 
but were not heard on the steamer, as 
she passed away up the coast. The old 
man gave up all hope then of being sav 
ed, and gradually sank into i 
semi-conscious condition. His com 
panion's youth and vigor heldl him 
out, however, and he pnssed th 
night, numbed with cold, but 
still more comfortably than the night be- 
fore. The Comox had been 50 miles to 
the north, and was due to pass them 
coming down early Wednesday morning. 
Clarke never regained consciousness 
from the night before, nnd ns nearly as 
Johnston could judge, he expired' at 
about 7 o'clock. The sea was by this 
time quiet. Johnston pulled his body a 
litttle further upon the ennrly submerg- 
ed boat, and leaned himself over the 
dead man, the position he was found in 
when the boat from the Comox picked 
him up nt 8 o'clock. The overturned 
boat nnd her crew were seen by Captain 
Moody through the glass on the Comox, 
nnd they were nt once picked up. Johns- 
ton was carried aboard, some whiskey- 
was poured down his throat, and half 
an hour later he was swallowing soup 
and steak. He and the body of his dead 
companion were put off nt Lund, where 
the funeral will probably be held to-day.

In the bill to amend the Municipal 
Clauses Act (Hon. Mr. Henderson), which 
has now goue to a select committee, it is 
proposed to amend section 00 by adding 
thereto as a sub-section: "The medical 
health officer of the City or Victoria, and 
other officials wuom he may designate, may 
make a thorough Inspection of all premises 
occupied by Chinese, Japanese and Indiana 
In the said City of Victoria; and If, Iu the 
opinion of such health ofUeer, any dwelling- 
house or promises Is or are la a condition 
that requires the same to be pulled down, 
or the condition thereof otherwise to be 
improved or remedied, such officer shall 
have power to carry out such pulling dowu 
or Improvement upon giving live days' no- 
tlee In a newspaper circulating Iu the said 
city of his Intention to do so; and upon 
the expiration of such notice the said 
health officer shall have power to carry out 
the desired work without any furl her no- 
tice or consent on the part of the owner or 
occupier, at the coBt of such owner, and 
payment of such cost, and all expenses 
Incidental thereto, may be enforced against 
the owner by the said health officer, In an 
action In any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion; and the council of said city Is hereby 
empowered to pay such remuneration to the 
medical health officer for his extra services 
In connection with the above work as they. 
In their discretion, may think lit. This 
sub-sect Ion shall remain In force for one 
year from the day it becomes law." 

There Is another new section, which 
reads: "2Si)b. The council of the City of 
Victoria may, under the formalities re- 
quired by law, pass a by-law or by-laws, 
which need not be submitted to a vote for 
the assent of the electors, for contracting 
debts, by borrowing money or otherwise, 
and Tor levying rates ror payment or such 
debts on tin- rateable lauds or Improve- 
meats, either or both, or the rateable real 
property of the municipality, for the pur- 
pose of paying the amounts necessary, in 
the opinion and discretion of the council, 
to settle all or any of the actions brought 
against the said city la respect of the Point 
Elllce bridge In the year 1800. Provided 
that no such by-law shall be valid which Is 
not In accordance with the restrictions and 
provisions contained In sections 08 and 70 
of this act, but neither section fill nor sec- 
tion ""> of this net Shall apply to or in 
any way affect any such by-law."

AN UNPRECEDENTED INSULT. 

On Tuesday the government brought 
down nnil laid upon the table of the 
hon.se a communication from the Lieuten 
ant-Governor in which he expressed cer 
tain views as to the law excluding aliens 
from our placer mines. In the coin 
munieation His Honor said: "I strongly 
approve of the reservation of our placer 
mines for British subjects only." .Scarce 
ly was the ink dry upon the copy of tin 
recommendation laid on the table of the 
house than the government introduced a 
measure repealing the very law of which 
His Honor bad expressed approval. 

We hold this to be an unprecedented 
iusult to the representative of Her Ma 
jesty. It is very much in the nature of : 
studied insult. The Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in good faith made certain sugges 
lions and expressed certain opinions to hi: 
advisers. Constitutionally those sugges 
tions and opinions should have been lock 
ed in the breasts of his advisers. It was 
an unprecedented thing lo communicate 
them to the house. To communicate them 
to the house and follow them up by 
measure to give effect to them would be 
a gross breach of privilege. To com- 
municate them, and then to introduce leg 
islation directly in the teeth of them i 
the grossest affront ever put upon the re 
presentative of the crown in a British 
colony, for they must have intended to 
introduce the bill when they brought 
down tho communication. 



THE WAR. 



Yesterday's despatch that Buller holds 
bit* position and that relief is certain 
must refer to the relief of Ladysmith. 
None of the available maps give an ac- 
curate idea of the line along which lie 
proposes to advance. The latest at band 
from England, a small newspaper map 
professing to give the location of Bul- 
ler's force on the Upper Tugela, is quite 
unreconcilable with the despatches. We 
have a half dozen maps before us bin 
no two of them agree as to the relative 
position of Potgeiter's Drift, Spion Kop, 
Mount Alice and Swartz Kop, while the 
only map which indicates Doorm Klof 
locates it in a position where it cannot 
possibly be, seeing that a gun stationed 
on it shelled our forces. As for the Brak- 
fontein or Vaal Krautz none of the maps 
profess to show them. We mention this 
because we would like to be able to give 
our readers some idea of the position at 
the front, but really are unable. There 
is not a published map, which examined 
in connection with the telegrams will not 
lead to inextricable confusion. The same 
observation applies to the vicinity of 
Sterkstroon. Almost as great uncertainty 
is tho Tosult of the examination of the 
maps of the Modder River district. The 
limited information from the latter seems 
to show that a movement to turn the 
Boer right is in progress. Douglas ap- 
pears to be the extreme right of the 
eneuiy'K position there, and a force has 
been despatched to drive him out. It 
was to this town that Col. Pitcher led 
the Canadians and Australians a few 
days ago for the purpose of bringing 
awuy the loyalists. It was mentioned 
then that no attempt would be made to 
held the position, and the despatch of a 
second force seems like a change of plan. 
Probably the intention is to strike Conge 
on' the front and right flank simultan- 
eously and reach Kimbcrley from the 
west. 



property of Canada, and would puss charged with the duty of protecting 



through territory unquestionably Can- 
adian to the great gold fiellds of the Can- 
adian Northwest. Last year, when Sir 
Wilfrid Lnurier declared it to be the in- 
tention of the federal government to re- 
fuse incorporation to railway companies 
seeking to reach the Canadian gold fields 
from points on Lynn canal until the 
boundary question was settled, there was 
a feeling of satisfaction all over the 
country, and especially in this province, 
at what was regarded as a patriotic con- 
clusion. While it was too late then to 
prevent the building of the lino from 
Skagway, it was not too late to prevent 
the construction of other lines which 
would draw the trade of our teritory to 
ports not in the possession of Great 
Britain and to which we may never have 
a title. A chorus of approval went up 
all over Canada. 

Besides the commercial questions in- 
volved in tho building up of seaports by 
our trade on territory that may never be 
ours, there are other important consid- 
erations involved. British Columbia 
was the first province to make the claim 
that the Lynn Canal was in Canada. 
Until ibis point was taken by the then 
provincial government by issuing maps 
showing that arm of the sea within tho 
province we do not suppose that twenty 
people in the rest of the British Empire 
had given the mailer a thought. Under 
the lead of the late government this 
province has always taken advanced 
ground on the boundary question. Ours 
has been the policy of no surender. Vari- 
ous commercial bodies have protested 
against the recognition by the Dominion 
of the claim of I he United States to 
possessory rights on Lynn Canal, and 
have urged that a Canadian custom 
house should be erected side by side with 
the United States custom house at 
Skagway, instead of at the Summit. It 
was claimed with much force that th 
stationing of our officers at the Summit 
was a recognition of the rightful oecu 
pancy, temporarily at least, of the coast 
by the United States, ami that this re 
cognition, coupled with the fact that ou 
the strength of it a town had been built 
up at Skagway by United States citi- 
zens and under United States law, would 
tell against us when the boundary came 
to be settled by an international com 
mission. It was pointed out that these 
facts would show how the people on the 
ground interpreted the treaty, and thi 
would influence the decision, and als. 
that if the boundary was ultimately set 
tied by compromise no tribunal in th 
world could be expected to declare that 
a modern town of several thousani 
United States citizens should become 
British territory. To act in keeping with 
this attitude, we submit that the legis 
lature of British Columbia ought lo re 
fuse to incorporate any railway com 
panics which clearly intend to mak 
connection with the coast, but whose 
linos, as described in the acts of incor 
poration, stop at the summit of the 
range at the head of Lynn C al, or any 
other waters within the disputed terri 
tory. No intelligent man will suppose 
for an instant that any railway com 
pany would build a road from tho in 
terior to the summit of a mountain 
range, if it were not expected there to 
unite with a road from the coast. The 
United States is claiming the ownership 
of the hind from the coast to the sum 
mit in question by authorizing the con 
struction of railways across it. British 
Columbia ought to assert the same right 
by compelling all companies to accept 
a charter to the coasl. Before any tri 
bunal the chartering by the province of 
railway companies, to connect at the 
Summit with railways constructed over 
the disputed teritory under the authority 
of the United States government, would 
be held to be a waiver ou the part or Cue 
legislature of our claims to the disputed 
territory and a recognition of tho claim 
of the United States, and if, after such 
charters are granted, towns are built up 
at the coast termini by United States 
citizens we will Ik? forever estopped in 
conscience and international law from 
claiming one foot of the territory, which 
up to the present British Columbians 
have with one voice insisted is our own 



A QUESTION OF POLICY. 

The point taken by Messrs. Booth and 
Joseph Martin in the house when the 
Chilkat railway bill was up for discus- 
sion is one of supreme importance to 
British Columbia. Mr. Semlin, replying 
to them, took a position which will, we 
think, be condemned by the very great 
majority of the people of the province. 
It is distinctly opposed not only lo the 
policy of the preceding provincial admini- 
stration, but: to the declared policy of 
the federal government. It is anti-Can- 
adian and hostile to the best interests 
of this province. 

It is not necessary for the Colonist to 
repeat the arguments it has employed 
in the past in favor of an all-Canadian 
route to the Yukon. We began tho cam- 
paign for it in 1S07 and urged its ac- 
ceptance upon tho Turner ministry, bo- 
cause we deemed it important that such 
a railway should be undertaken before 
(be plan for a railway by way of the 
WJiito Pass couid take shape. Mr. 
Turner appreciated the force of the ar- 
guments and the Subsidy Art of 1808 
provided for nn all-Canadian line. So 
vital did tho people of the province re- 
gard this matter, that a majority of Con- 
servatives sanctioned the Mackeuzie- 
Mann contrnct for a railway from the 
Stikinc to Lake Teslin, and were disap- 
pointed when the Senate rejected it. If 
there was one thing upon which there 
appeared to be unanimity of sentiment it 
was the necessity, that every effort 
should be put forward to secure the con- 
struction of a railway that would have 
•its terminus on soil unquestionably the 



Legislation such as the house seems in 
clined to adopt is clearly an attempt to 
circumvent the policy of the federal gov- 
ernment as announced in parliament and 
approved of by that body. We find Sir 
Wilfrid Latirier declining to permit any- 
thing to be done to weaken Canada's 
case in regard to the boundary or th 
commercial advantages to be derived 
from the northern, trade, in case the de- 
cision is against us, and we find Mr. 
Semlin permitting legislation which is in 
tended to counteract; the effect of this 
declared policy of the Dominion. Great 
Britain, in her efforts to sustain the 
claim advanced by British Columbia to 
the ownership of the head of Lynn Can- 
al will find herself confronted with the 
acts of the British Columbia legislature, 
which show that, so far as the party now 
in power is concerned, the ownership of 
the head of Lynn Canal is a matter of 
no importance. If (be legislature of 
this province proposes to sanction and 
assist by its legislation the building up 
of United States cities on Lynn Canal 
and the construction of railways across 
the disupted territory under the author- 
ity of the United States, the boundary 
question will be thereby settled against 
the contention which British Columbia, 
the Dominion government and the Im- 
perial government have urged so strong- 
ly. Wo will have given up all that we 
have been contending for and the cur- 
tain may as well lie rung down upon 
the farce. We propose that the skirts of 
the Colonist shall be clear of any blame 
for such a surrender of as honest a ter- 
ritorial claim as was ever made. If this 
ignoble abandonment of our rights is to 
take place, we propose that the responsi- 
bility shall . rest where it belongs, and 
that is upon the shoulders of the men, 



interests of the people, and in this case 
the interests of the British Empire. This 
is a matter of prime importance from an 
Imperial point of view, for wel feel only 
too well assured that the action of 
the legislature in this province, if effect 
is given to it by tho assent of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, will have the immedi- 
ate result of staying the baud of the Im- 
perial government in pressing our claim 
to the ownership of Lynn Canal. It is 
not too late to avert disastrous results. 
The provincial government has it in 
its power to save the situation. 

If we are surprised at the want of ap- 
preciation evinced by the government of 
its obligations as representing a portion of 
the British Empire, we are equally so at 
the reasons advanced .by Mr. Semlin for 
declining to give bis countenance to an 
all-Canadian route to the Yukon, for his 
declaration in the house during the dis- 
cussion of the Chilkat railway bill can 
only be so understood. He says that un 
til feeders have been provided an all-Can- 
adian line will not pay. He wants the 
branches built before the main line, which 
will be something tolerable, now in rail 
way matters. But this is not all. If 
an all-Canadian line will not pay now 
when there is only one competitor from 
Lynn canal, how is it likely to pay when 
several competitors are in the field? Mr. 
Semlin's views are not shared by railway 
men. Responsible capitalists stood ready 
last year to take the provincial subsidy 
and build a line from the Coasl of Brit- 
ish Columbia to the Yukon. They were 
satisfied, if Mr. Semlin is not. that abund- 
ant tratllc would be developed on the way 
and they were fully prepared lo meet the 
competition of the White Pass road. They 
had carefully gone into the subject, in 
all its bearings. But will anyone pretend 
that capital can be secured for an all- 
Canadian road, if several competing line 
are in operation from the head of Lynn 
Canal ? Surely even Mr. Semlin will 
concede that the more tdiort lines of rail- 
way are built from the Coast into the 
Yukon the more difficult it will be to 
finance a long one. The only explanation 
of Mr. Semlin's extraordinary position is 
that he has surrendered as untenable the 
British contention to the ownership of 
Lynn Canal and has abandoned as pr< 
posterotis the attempt to secure an all- 
Canadian line to the Yukon. We do not 
propose that thin shall be done without 
a protest, and without giving fair notice 
to all concerned that this un-Britlsh and 
un-Canndian policy of the Semlin minis- 
try will bo a live issue when next the 
electors arc appenled to. It may be too 
late to undo the harm that is being done, 
but it will not be too late to punish the 
men who have betrayed the interests of 
the country. 

We have dealt with this matter at 
very considerable length because of it* 
enormous importance. We have become 
accustomed to listless indifference on the 
part of the legislature, while violence is 
being done to vital principles, but we 
hope to be able to arouse public feeling 
outside of the house to the gravity of the 
emergency. If such measures as are 
above referred to become law Canada 
will be laughed tit from one end of the 
United States to the other, and the Col- 
onial Office will in all probability give 
the boundary question up as something 
about which it is no longer worth while 
vexing the Washington government. Mr. 
Chamberlain would be quite ready to net 
upon any plausible reason for meeting 
the views of the United States on this 
matter. Whether the line is drawn at 
one point or another makes no difference 
to anyone in Great Britain, and very 
little difference to anyone in Canada out- 
side of British Columbia. If then, Brit- 
ish Columbia surrenders the substance, 
can wo expect the Imperial government 
to contend for the shadows? Will not 
that government say that as we have 
destroyed our own case, the whole ques- 
tion may as well be withdrawn from dip- 
lomatic discussion, the claims of the 
United Slates be admitted in their en- 
tirety and the temporary boundary short- 
ly to bo staked out be declared to be the 
permanent and final delimitation of the 
territory of the two countries? If not, 
why not?

The meeting called by his worship the 
Mayor to be held in the Drill hall this 
evening ought to be well attended. The 
chief object of the meeting will be to get 
Victoria in line with the other cities of 
Canada, which have so enthusiastically 
endorsed the proposal, originating in Van- 
couver, to offer to provide 10,000 men 
for .service in South Africa. Other ap- 
propriate resolutions will be moved, so 
as to lend variety lo the speeches and ex- 
press what is felt to be the views- of the 
people in connection with the war and 
the obligations its casts upon Canada. 
Music will be provided and the meeting 
ought to prove quite as successful as that 
held ia the Victoria Theatre. The Drill 
hall has been chosen for this meeting be- 
cause' so many people wrrc unable to gain 
admission to the theatre. There will be 
no admission fee anil no collection, but 
if any persons present desire to make 
mown their intention to contribute to any 
if the patriotic funds tin opportunity will 
afforded. If there is any news from 
the seat of war worth telling the Colonist 
will see that it is made known to those 
present. With tho stirring events now 
in progress it is possible that there may 
be something to announce which will stir 
the hearts of the people to their very 
depths.

Semlin: "Neither you nor I can do any- 
thing without the assent of Mr. Prentice, 
you had better make way for him," Mr. 
Semlin could not dispute the correctnr-ps 
id' the proposition. If it was right to dis- 
miss Mr. Turner because he did not con- 
trol the house, it is certainly right to dis- 
miss Mr. Semlin, for he does not control 
it cither.

Sorby Scheme.— A meeting of the coun- 
cil of the board of trade was held yes- 
terday evening to make arrangements' for 
a general meeting of the board this after- 
noon to take into consideration the Sorby 
harbor scheme and the proposal of the 
city council to spend $3,000 on boring 
operations in the harbor to help decide 
the feasibility of the scheme. The ac- 
tion of President Ward in calling the 
meeting for ,'i this afternoon was en- 
dorsed by the council, after some discus- 
sion on the feasibility of the scheme and 
the advisability of spending more money 
to investigao it. The opinion of those 
present was voiced by Mr. Shallcross, 
who said the people of Victoria should 
decide immediately whether they were 
prepared to carry out the scheme and 
not further delay any proposed improve- 
ments by the Dominion government. Mr. 
Ker moved a resolution condemning the 
scheme, but it was thought better to 
leave that for the general meeting, and 
the motion was therefore withdrawn. 



After one year's trial iu jiractice, the 
government of British Columbia has de- 
cided that the policy of excluding aliens 
from the placer mines of the province has 
failed so signally that they are now pre- 
pared to propose the repeal of this fam- 
ous legislation in its entirety. Mr. Mar- 
tin has accordingly dropped his bill iu 
the same direction und joiued with the 
government in correcting this one example 
of last year's mistakes. The other in- 
teresting feature of yesterday in the 
house was the rejection upon a strangely 
mixed division of '2:> to 13, of Mr. Mar- 
tin's proposal for the legalization of the 
practice of champerty iu British Colum- 
iia. In consideration of the Supreme 
ourt bill in committee, it was decided 
on a vote of 17 to 10 that herefater one 
of the judges of the court shall reside in 
the city of Vancouver, Mr. Macpherson 
being found voting in opposition to this 
proposal. 

The house being opened with prayer by 
Ilev. Canon Beanlands, the petitions of 
the Vancouver 'Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil (.Mr. Macpherson) and the Vancouver 
Club (Mr. Joseph Martin) were read and 
received, the latter being ordered printed. 

Mr. Macpherson presented a report 
from the railway committee to the fol- 
lowing effect: 

"We have considered bill (No. 24) to 
incorporate the Chemuiuus and North- 
western Railway Company, and here- 
with report the preamble of said bill 
proved, and submit the bill with amend- 
ments. We beg to leave to recommend 
that rule U5 of Rules and Orders (amend- 
ed in 1S07) he amended so as to increase 
the number of copies of the bill to be 
deposited with the clerk from 100 to 200." 

Thi' committee chairman explained that 
it had been regarded as absolutely neces- 
sary in view of the increased member- 
ship of the house that 200 copies of 
private bills, instead o£ 100 as heretofore, 
should be deposited with the clerk— 100 
being no longer enough to go round. The 
report was adopted.

Bills were introduced and read a first 
I into in the following order, all save the 
first mentioned being set for second read- 
ing at the next sitting of the house. The 
Municipal Clauses Act amendment bill in 
view of numerous proposed changes in 
the hands of members, was on the sugges- 
tion of the Attorney-General, referred to 
a special committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Kidd, Hchncken, Munro, Green and Mc- 
Hride. 

To amend the Municipal Clauses Act- 
Attorney -General. 

To amend the Kosslnnd Water & Light 
Company Incorporation Act, 181)0— Attor- 
ney-General. 

To amend the Magistrates' Act— Attor- 
ney-General. 

To amend the Supreme Court Act— Mr. 
Joseph Martin. 

CONSIDERATION DEFERRED. 

The motions for the advance of the 
Water Clauses Consolidation Act (Mr. 
lliggins), Explosives Storage Act (Mr. 
Kellie), to regulate labor under franchises 
from tlie legislature (Mr. Helmcken), to 
establish a board (if labor statistics 
and a boracl of arbitration anil concilia- 
tion (Hon. Mr. Cotton), for returns on 
the collection of the mortgage tax (Mr. 
MePhillips, and for the submission of 
an early ami general plan of redistribu- 
tion (Mr. Joseph Martin) were in turn 
"stood over," Mr. Martin promising the 
Premier that lie would be ready to pro- 
ceed with his resolution —really one of 
censure upon the government— at Friday's 
sitting of the house. 

THE LAW OF CHAMPERTY. 
MB. JOSEPH MARTIN, in moving 
the second reading of his bill respecting 
barristers and solicitors (No. 32) ex- 
plained that it was therein proposed to 
so change the existent law regulating 
practice as to permit a lawyer to make 
a binding bargain with his client to as- 
sume the conduct of a case upon the 
contingency of sharing in the results it- 



book. He held that the passage of such 
a law (despite the statements to the 
contrary of the third member for Van- 
couver) would be to introduce a general 
system of blackmail, and encourage 
claim-jumping, and kindred evils, the 
serious consequence of which could not 
be over-estimated, throughout the pro- 
vince. He did not wish to ho taken as 
reflecting in any way upon the honor 
or integrity of the gentlemen now com- 
posing the legal profusion of British Co- 
lumbia, for whom he had the greatest 
respect; but such an act would cer- 
tainly encourage unscrupulous lawyers 
to come here, surrounding themselves 
with a lot of henchmen of their kind, 
and working incalculable injury. This 
liiii, if passed, would encourage litiga- 
tion, and the prospector in particular 
would suffer. As the representative of 
a mining constituency, he proposed to 
vote against it. 

COL. BAKER had listened, he said, 
with much attention to the very forcible 
arguments of the introducer of the bill, 
but after all had not been convinced that 
tliis was not hi reality introducing a 
most pernicious system of gambling into 
the legal profession. It had been claim- 
ed that this would not induce what had 
been termed blackmail suits. Let it be- 
come law, and what would happen? 
Might it not be that some shrewd lawyer 
would find it a very easy matter to dis- 
cover technical flaws in titles to valu- 
able property. It would be the simplest 
thing in the world for him to go to some 
one and induce that person to present an 
adverse claim. The dummy client would 
lie told it would cost him nothing, and 
if the suit was won, ho would get half. 
There would be no difficulty in getting 
upon their rights, and possessed the I such clients. Nor would it be dilllcult for 
money to pay for legal skill.

the suit proved successful. Under the 
present law this practice appeared to be 
forbidden, although there was consid- 
erable doubt ou the subject, the pro- 
vince having come under the operation of 
the English laws in 185!) "in so far as 
they were applicable to a new couu- 
trv," which proviso made a very con- 
siderable difference of opinion possible. 
Indeed this particular law had never 
been before the courts of British Co- 
lumbia for adjudication, although it had 
been held good in Ontaria— that no law- 
yer should be entitled to have any direct 
interest iu the subject matter of the suit 
ii! which he might be engaged, this old 
common law had been changed to a cer- 
tain extent by recent statute m Eng- 
land, and a similar course with regard 
to it had been adopted iu Manitoba. Que- 
bec bad never adopted the English law, 
and so of course had taken no corrective 
action in the matter. He could not speak 
with detinitiveuess concerning the Mari- 
time provinces; but in the American 
States where the old English law hail 
originally been the basis of procedure, 
the right of the lawyers to share m the 
fortunes of the suit had been conceded. 
He claimed that this matter should be 
left open between the lawyer and Ins 
client, especially in a new country such 
as British Columbia, where the prospec- 
tors formed a very numerous class, and 
one by the very nature of their avoca- 
tion probable to lie frequently drawn into 
vexatious and expensive litigation. The

lie than that of the lawyer, although th 
profession of course would also benefit. 
He had no desire to encourage litiga- 
tion, but held that it was highly desir- 
i able that the poor man (poor in money, 
although he might be the owner of valu- 
able mines or property that would be as- 
sailed) should be in as favorable a posi- 
tion to protect his just rights as the 
rich man who could got all the money at 
the bank that he might require to pay 
lawyers to fight his bntttlcs. The only 
valid objection that he had heard raised 
against the bill was that it would be 
likely to encourage so-called blackmail 
suits'— actions instituted with a a clear 
knowledge that they bad nothing to rest 
upon, and brought forward in the ma- 
jority of cases in the hope thnt to es- 
cape' notoriety and the expense of de- 
fending, the defendant in the suit would 
compromise. Such actions were as a 
rule taken by persons of no substance 
against the reverse class, as for example 
a person would go to a lawyer, and sug- 
gest that an action for libel be instituted 
against some reputable newspaper. He 
would admit to his lawyer "we have no 
case," but express the view that the pa- 
per would probably settle at a good 
amount rather than let the matter go to 
trial— the amount thus obtained being 
possibly divided. This bill would not, 
he contended, facilitate or increase this 
class of cases; its sole purpose was to 
permit, the barrister or the solicitor to 
accept some chances with his client, his 
fee being contingent upon the success of 
the suit. Under the present law there 
was nothing (o prevent an unscrupulous 
solicitor dividing witli his client on such 
rtumped-up cases as had been described 
as blackmail suits. Of course the in- 
troduction of the system proposed in the 
bill would enable the lawyer to demand 
and get larger fees than those now paid 
as a cash proposition; it would also mere- 
ly recognize and put upon a definite 
basis a practice for some time past pre- 
valent among the profession in British 
Columbia— but which heretofore has 
been been perforce conducted upon the 
basis of honor in the understanding be- 
tween Inwyer and client, with no re- 
course for the former in the event of his 
client being inclined to go back upon the 
unwritten contract. The present bill did 
not in any way touch the protection now 
accorded the client from the practices of 
a fraudulent lawyer — it did no more 
than legalize a practice long common in 
the province, although not recognized in 
law — by which many lawyers had be- 
come owners or part owners in valuable 
mineral properties, to his certain know- 
ledge — and which prncfice had operat- 
ed to the advantage of the province and 
of the common people. 

MB. KELLIE thought that this bill 
might properly be referred to as a legal 
Truck act, and he certainly regarded it 
as a serious menace to the mining inter- 
ests if it should go upon the statute 



that such a law would protect the poor 
man at all— nor the prospector. In fact 
the poor man would be the first to suffer, 
hs he would bo the more easily made a 
Victim by the unscrupulous class of law- 
yers that such a law would produce. As 
representing one of the most important 
mining districts In the province, he, too, 
would oppose the bill. 

MB. I'OOLEY traced briefly and con- 
cisely the history of the law of'cham- 
perty from the time its establishment in 
the days of Edward I.— for the protec- 
tion of the people against the unscrupu- 
lous class of lawyers that had sprung up 
—through British Columbia's legal ex- 
perience, showing how such modifications 
had been brought about from time to 
time that it was now permissible for a 
solicitor in this province to engage with 
his client to do his work for a lump sum, 
not according to a taxed or fluctuatinj 
scale of costs and charges. This was, how 
ever, very different indeed from what 
was now proposed. It was proposed, as 
Mr. Martin had said, to introduce tin 
system prevailing in the United States 
and productive of endless and vexatious 
litigation— such litigation as tied up es- 
tates for generations, and left them fin- 
ally in the lawyers' hands. It was a 
system that had proven in American 
practice calculated to bring contempt up- 
in the courts and distrust in their justice 
among the people. It was a system pro- 
ductive of unjust and frivolous actions, 
arousing the anger and exciting the pas-

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eions of the people. It was a system 
that would destroy public confidence in 
and respect for the legal profession. He 
hoped to see the standard, honor and 
dignity of the profession maintained; auch 
a bill as this he could mot regard as for 
the advantage of the honor and integrity 
of the profession, although it would no 
doubt work pecuniary advantage to the 
members. Taking the broader ground, 
he proposed to vote against the rjiU, 

HON. MR. SEMLIN also Opposed the 
.measure, although on quite different 
grounds. He had nothing to say from 
the standpoint of the lawyers— as they 
were well able to lack out for them- 
selves. He felt it* however, to be his 
duty to oppose the bill as calculated to 
operate against the rights of the people, 
and more especially the poor people. Lit> 
.ration would naturally be increased and 
intensified on such a bill becoming law, 
through the partnership of the clas« of 
lawyers properly describable perhaps as 
shysters, and claim jumpers. It certain- 
ly would be a calamity for the province 
for such a clans of lawyers to gain a 
foothold, and the rights of all clauses 
would suffer while these lawyers gather- 
ed to themselves all the wealth of the 
country. The third member for Van- 
couver had intimated that the practice of 
champerty had for some time past been 
going on in this province and that many 
lawyers were now the owners of valu- 
able mineral properties as a result; he 
had also said that the lawyer had only 
honor to go upon in such a transaction in 
defiance of the law. lie (lion. Mr. Sem- 
lin) thought that an agreement of thin 
nature might more correctly be term- 
ed an agreement of dishonor. The inter- 
ests of the public in his view were much 
better protccteci__utider the existing law 
than they could be under the system pro- 
posed, which would be open to most dan- 
germis objections. The law of champer- 
ty had been originally designed for the 
protection of the people against unscrupu- 
lous lawyers, and he did not think that 
good for the people would result from 
the opening of the door that had been 
closed for the benefit of the people cen- 
turies ago. 

MR. HELGESEN did not think th 
results from the operation of such a law 
as proposed would be as black tie they 
had been painted. He saw much force 
in the arguments of the introducer of 
the bill, and was prepared to support its 
second reading, as he thought that the 
law would be in favor of the poor miner 
rather than otherw se. Certainly anyone 
in the possession of valuable property 
should know enough to take proper meas- 
ures to protect its title. 

MR. HELMCKEN expressed consider- 
able satisfaction with the view taken by 
the Premier, but hoped that the house 
would also be favored with the views of 
the Attorney-General. If the house were 
to accede to the principle contained in 
this hill, he thought it would be just as 
well to do away altogether with the Legal 
Professions Act, as its spirit and utility 
would be destroyed. He looked upon such 
a law and such a practice as it was pro- 
posed to legalize as directly contrary to 
the spirit of the barrister's oath, and held 
that although not generally supposed to 
be a charitable class, the great majority 
of lawyers if convinced that a moneyless 
client was being unfairly and harshly 
dealt with, would take a chance of never 
getting paid, rather than see rank in* 

justice committed. Mu» matter (which 

he would have much preferred not seeing 
resurrected) had been well threshed out 
before. It was nothing new in British 
Columbia, and ho could see no more 
cogent reasons for accepting it now 
than had been cited on the other occa- 
sions when It had been suggested. Mr. 
Martin had intimated that he knew law- 
yers in this province who were the own- 
ers or part owners of valuable mining 
properties. It was quite possible that 
they had acquired them as other people 
would. He for one had no knowledge of 
any lawyers securing mines through tak- 
ing suits on shares with claimants, and 
basin,' payment for their scvices upon 
the contingency of success. He held that 
it wuiild be a bad thing for the province 
to introduce such a system as contem- 
plated by tnis bill— to make the lawyer a 
special partner in the issue of the suit, 
destroy his professional character in legal 
proceedings, and open up opportunities for 
endless litigation to the disadvantage of 
the country and the majority of its in- 
habitants. If mich a law wore placed on 
the Mniute books one might expect to 
see all the mines before very long in the 
possession of the lawyers, among whom 
dishonesty would naturally be stimulated 
and when the piospector went out into 
the hills it would no longer be to find 
mines for himself or his associates, but 
fer the man of the law who would vjJti 
mutely take it from him. 

MR. McPHILLIPS also strongly op- 
posed the passage of such a law, even al- 
though similar legislation had been 
adopted In Manitoba in 1890 or 1891 
although he did not know how it was 
working. He referred to the history and 
effect of the law which it was now pro 
posed to annul so far as British Co 
lumbia was concerned, and regarded it 
as distinctly detrimental to adopt the 
change proposed. In Ontario, which like 
British Columbia, had adopted the Eng 
lish laws many years ago, it had beer 
decided by the highest tribunals that 
the law of champerty applied, and an 
agreement made thereunder had been 
nullified. The Premier had very aptly 
stated the case when he had said that 
this law had been originally designed to 
protect the people. After elaborating 
the relationship between solicitor and 
client, the junior meber for Victoria 
proceeded to refute the statements of 
Mr. Martin that this would not inter- 
fere with existing laws, and showed 
how various contracts, no matter how 
unwise, would be insisted upon by the 
courts. The reason that this law had 
been so long retained in the Old Coun- 
try was plainly set forth in a case the 
judgment in which he read to the house. 
The advantages, monetarily, to the le- 
gal profession by tin; adoption of such 
a system as proposed, would necessarily 
be considerable, but ho as one member 
of the profession, nevertheless, preferred 
to go on under the present law. He 
was astonished to hear from Mr. Martin 
that the present law of England permit- 
ted the solicitor to have an interest 
in the subject matter of a suit. Look- 
ing into the subject he found that the 
interest was not permitted in the case of 
suit, but only in non-contentious mat- 
ters. He also quoted at length to il- 
lustrate the extreme care that had been 
taken by English parliamentarians in 
behalf of their clients. In India cham- 
perty was not prohibited by legislation— 
but India was the only part: of the Brit- 
ish dominions in which this applied. He 
understood that the law as in force in 
Manitoba was virtually the same as 
now proposed for British Columbia ; he 
could not speak with definiteness of the 
working but of the act in Manitoba, but 
he was convinced that such n law would 
be prejudicial to (he interests of British 
Columbia, and he therefore would vote 
neainst it. 

MR, McBRIDE, as n practising bar- 
rister, felt it bis duty to stute his Tiews. 



He felt that previous speakers had mis- 
conceived the situation. He hekl that 
this net would not detract from the 
honor of the bar. Nine years' experi- 
ence of the law in Manitoba had prov- 
ed this. The dignity of the profession 
lay with the individual, not with the 
qualifications of the statute. He would 
inform the Premier that his fears were 
groundless; that the passing of the law 
would not empower and encourage the 
legal profession to crush the poor people. 
Even miners had told him that this law 
should be passed and had ho (the speak- 
er) been assured of support, he would 
have Introduced n Similar am may, 3 P ?" 
sion. He wished to have the position of 
the legal profession 111 tills province 
clearly defined. lie was tired of all this 
masquerading. He could see the Bar 
Association could see — every justification 
for tnis bill. He did not consider the 
cases cited by Mr. McPhillipn as bearing 
on the issue. It would be ridiculous 
to contend that barristers and solicitors 
did not make very sure of themselves 
by demanding security for their dis- 
bursements, costs, etc. He also cited 
English judgments to support the view 
that it was in the interest of clients to 
be able to make such arrangements with 
their lawyers. In liritish Columbia the 
conditions were quite different from 
those of other countries. It was out of 
sheer honesty that it was sought to 
have this measure passed, if for no other 
reason than to stop what he called the 
"masquerading." 

MR. BOOTH hold that Ore question 
merited the closest attention of the 
house, and both sides had been ably set 
forth. He pointed out, however, that a 
poor man might have a perfectly good 
title to property, and yet it might be 
worried out of him by a rich man and an 
unscrupulous lawyer should this act be 
pasVd. It was this sort of thing which 
had caused almost endless litigation re- 
garding the old Spanish titles in Califor- 
nia, lie considered it more in the in- 
terests of the province that the lawyer 
should continue to trust his client than, 
by passing this law, place strong temp- 
tation in front of the legal profession. 

MR. DEAN 10 at one time had been 
rather inclined to favor this measure, 
but from the previous speakers state- 
ments he was convinced that an investi- 
gation should be held into the workings 
of the law at present. He was opposed 
to extending the privileges of a profes- 
sion that, as it had been shown, could 
not even keep the present law— and that 
in violation of their individual oaths. 

MB. EBEHTS was prepared to sup- 
port the bill, and resented much that hud 
been sain against it during the course of 
the debte. He contended that the adop- 
tion of the law against champerty by 
British Colunibi.i had never been estab- 
lished— indeed the commissioners who re- 
vised and consolidated the statutes in 
ltsl'7, being empowered to add to or sub- 
tract from the laws as then existing, had 
been of th" opinion thai the champerty 
laws of England did not apply— 
they had set forth the law in order that 
the legislature might if it deemed advis- 
able, incorpoia.t such a law into the pro- 
vincial statutes, although this had never 
been done. Tin; original champerty laws 
had prevailed in England from 1217, be- 
ing devised to protect the King's sub- 
jects against unscrupulous persons, but 
had been materially amended from time 
to time, particularly in 1870 when they 
had been so amended as to give a soli- 
citor if desired an interest or percentage 
in the claim 

Mr. McPhillips corrected. The law of 
England, he said, did not apply in this 
regard to matters in litigation or con- 
tention. 

Mr. Eberts did not see that this altered 
the complexion of the matter. If this 
hill bestMflc law jt might perhaps be neces- 
sary to place sategllarus uroiiliG tjj e agree- 
ment so that it might be secured UlUC it 
should be in keeping with the statutes 
and fair to the client and the public. 
This being done he saw no objection to 
the bill, and proposed to support it with 
his vote. 

HON. MR. HENDERSON referred to 
the varying definitions of champerty- 
citing the English and American Law 
Eucyclcopedia. At present the common 
law held it to be an offence and even a 
crime. But was it an offence in itself.' 
He held the contrary view. It might 
even be said that it might operate greatly 
to the public advantage. Legal authori- 
ties were coming to recognize it as a fair 
and legitimate system of contract be- 
tween lawyer and client. If this bill 
failed, the agreements complained of by 
some, would continue to be made; if it 
passed, all practitioners would no doubt 
take advantage of it openly, to the gen- 
eral good. After considerable research 
he had decided to vote for the second 
reading of the bill. 

The house then divided upon the mo- 
tion for second reading, which was lost 
by i3 to 23, as follows:

SANDON RELIEF BILL. 

Mr. Green, in moving that the bill pro- 
viding special relief for the people of the 
city of Saudon, said that the measure 
was in accord with a petition submitted 
to the house during the first days of the 
session. The people of Saudon had been 
unable to get a sufficient number of can- 
didates for the olllces of mayor and alder- 
men, and therefore the city was without 
a city council and this measure was to 
ease the situation. The second reading 
was agreed to. 

QUEEN'S COUNSEL BILL. 

In moving the second reading of the 
Queen's counsel bill, .Mr. McPhillips said 
he would but repeat the arguments which 
he had advanced hist session. He regret- 
ted that piore attention had not been 
paid to the legal history of the province 
and that no more than five Queen's coun- 
sel should have been selected. The 
privy council had decided that the pro- 
vincial government had authority to make 
such appointments, and the act he was 
now introducing was an adaptation of the 
Ontario law on the subject. The gov- 
ernment of the day would still be^jibie to 
appoint thj Queen's counsel; but they 
would be enabled to select certain others 
heretofore passed over. Last year a 
number of prominent legal gentlemen had 
been passed over and others had been 
presented with the silk whom he thought 
were scercely entitled thereto. More- 
over, this bill sought to provide that a 
Queen's counsel must be of ten years' 
standing in the law, five of which must 
have been in this province. 

Mr. Kellie held that if this bill passed 
it would be possible for Queen's counsel 
in British Columbia to become as num- 
erous as the sands of the sea or as Gen- 
erals and Colonels across the lino. In- 
deed, with this measure on the statute 
book almost everyone iv. British Colum- 
bia was likely to be a '.Queen's counsel 
or u queer customer. If the bill did 
carry, he suggested that it be made oper- 
ative in six or eight months — it would bo 
only fair to give the manufacturers and 
silk importers a chance — and not exhaust 
the provincial supply of silk. j 

Mr. Helgesen held that dignity was be- 1 
coming to the lending members of so high 



and honorable a profession as that of the 
law, and suggested that he would give his 
support to the bill upon one condition — 
that the wearing of the wig be restored. 

Mr. McPhillips replied that the remov- 
al of the wigs had been merely optional 
with members of the profession. As a 
matter of fact the majority still retained 
them. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson look the point of 
order that the conferring of the distinc- 
tion of the Queen's counsel coming with- 
in the prerogative of the crown, the pre- 
sentation of such a bill by a private 
member was out of order. He asked the 
determination of the point raised, by the

Mr, Speaker was inclined to regard the 
point as well taken; tht introducer of the 
bill should on presenting it have been 
uble to convey to the house that he had 
the consent of the crown in bringing 5t 
forward. 

Mr. McPhillips held that the govern- 
ment had not refused assent— that in or- 
der that this rule should apply the gov- 
ernment must first state specifically that 
they objected to the bill. 

"Does the government assent to the 
presentation of this bill," Mr. Speaker 
usked. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson protested that the 
government was not required to reply to 
such a question. It was the duty of the 
member moving to present such evidence 
as would justify, the setting aside of the 
house rule. 

Mr. McPhillips was confident that he 
could produce authorities in contradic- 
tion of the point of order raised, and the 
debate was accordingly adjourned on the 
motion of Mr. Helmcken. 

MUST COME! BY MESSAGE. 

In answer to the point of order raised 
on Wednesday by Mr. Higgins, with re- 
spect to the 'bill to amend the Revenue 
Tax Act, Mr. Speaker ruled the point to 
have been well taken, and that the bill 
should be introduced by message from 
His Honor. 

It was then only a few minutes to six 
and Mr. Speaker "saw" that hour. 

On the resumption of business in the 
evening Mr. Kellie aski'd leave to stand 
over his already famous short-hair bill, 
as he "wanted the hair to grow a little 
longer." 

REINTRODUCED BY MESSAGE. 

lion. Mr. Cotton presented a messuage 
from His Honor transmitting the bills 
to amend the Revenue Tax Act, which 
was formally reported from committee 
with Deputy Speaker Kellie in the 
chair; receiving its first reading, and be- 
ing set for second reading at the next sit- 
ting of the house. 

THE VOTING MACHINE BILL. 

In moving the second reading of the 
Municipal Elections Amendment bill, 

Mr. McBride explained that the seo]>e 
of his measure was to permit of the utili- 
zation of Dr. Farwell's ingenious ma- 
chines for the taking or recording of 
votes — the invention in question being 
admirably simple and well designed. His 
purpose was not to compel the adoption 
of the voting machines, but to permit of 
'his being done where desired. He en- 
dorsed the use of the Earwell machine 
as an absolute safeguard against any 
wrongdoing in elections. It was the 
invention of this resident of Harrison 
Hot Springs that had been approved by 
nil who had investigated its working, 
and patents upon it were pending 
at the present time. Not only would 
the use of the voting machine prevent 
corruption, but it would materially re- 
duce the cost of elections. 

Mr. Kidd expressed an intention of 
voting for the second reading of this bill, 
and hoped that some adventurous council 
would give the Farwell invention a trial 
—and that if it proved all that it was de- 
signed to be, it would ultimate!}' come 
into service in proyincinl elections. 

The hill passed its second reading. 
PLACER MINING BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson having pointed 
out that there was a government measure 
on the order paper to the same tenor and 
effect. 

Mr. Joseph Martin obtained leave to 
withdraw his bill to amend the Placer 
Mining Act, by which it is contemplated 
to repeal the legislation of last Session 
excluding aliens from the placer mines 
of the province. He still believed that 
the conditions last year had justified the 
passage of this measure, but the condi- 
tions had changed and he was glad to 
see that the government was now pre- 
pared to place the law on exactly the 
same basis as ii was before the passage 
of the exclusion law. 

There is virtually no distinction be- 
tween the repeal bills proposed by the 
government and by Mr. .Martin, the gov- 
ernment measure m its entirety reading 
us follows: 

12. Section :i of chapter 130 (if the Revised 
Statutes. 181)7, as enacted by section 11 of 
chapter GO of the statutes of IS!)!). Ik here- 
by repealed, nnd the following peetfon Is 
substituted therefor: 

"3. Kvery person over, but not under, 
eighteen years of age, and every joint stock 
company, shall he entitled to all the rights 
and privileges of a free miner, ami shnll 
be considered a free miner, upon taking 
out a free miner's certificate. A minor 
who shall become a free miner shall, as re- 
gards his mining property and liabilities 
contracted In connection therewith, be 
treated iih of full age. A free miner's cer- 
tltlcate issued to a joint stock company 
shnll be Issued in Its corporate' name. A 
free miner's certificate shall not be trans- 
erable." 

3. Chapter 50 of the statutes of 18!)!), be- 
ng an net to amend tin; Placer Mining Act, 
Is hereby repealed. 

Mr. Martin was permitted to withdraw 
his bill. 

COMPANIES' BILL. 
Upon the Companies' Act amendment 
bill being returned to committee, an 
amendment was introduced on motion of

The amendment of Mr. Kellie was lost, 
and the motion of Mr. Martin carried by 
17 to lti, Mr. Macpherson voting against 
a judge residing in the city which he 
represents. 

An assurance was given Mr. Clifford 
that whenever necessary, Supreme court 
sittings would be arranged to be held tit 
Atlin, and Mr. Eberts urged the impera- 
tive necessity of making due arrange- 
ments for litigation in the Boundary 
Creek district. 

The committee ultimately rose with a 
progress report. 

MCfUOK LICENSE LAW. 

Committee wits next resumed on the 
Liquor License Amendment bill, when Hon. 
Mr. Cotton proposed the following graduat- 
ed Bcale of license fees, In the direction of 
reducing the charges for rural houses: 

"Section 13 of said act is hereby repealed 
and the following section substituted there- 
for; "43. Every person to whom a llcens' 
to sell Intoxicating liquor shall hereafter^ £ 
granted shall, before receiving such I'^^g. 
be required to pay to the 80'ver r jja '* ent j 
British Columbia as a fee the following; 

•For a wholesale license, $200 for one 
year. 

•For a hotel Ileer.se, In a locality of up- 
wards of l r M Inhabitants, not counting 
Chinese, Japanese and Indians, $'JO0 for a 
j ear. 

•For a hotel license In a locality ofl 
wards of 50 and not exceeding 150, not 
counting Chinese, Japanese and Indians, 
$150 per year. 

•For a hotel license in a locality of 50 In- 
habitants, .$80 for one year." 

This, said the Finance Minister, makes a 
considerable reduction in the fees to be 
paid by licensees in rural districts and vil- 
lages. The amendment would probably on- 
tall a loss of $12,000 from what the gov- 
ernment was now receiving. 

Mr. Higgins directed attention to the fact 
that ho had proposed on amendment to 
strike out section 43 of the act and Insert 
the following in lieu thereof: 

"43. Every person to whom a license to 
sell Intoxicating liquor hereafter be grunt- 
ed shall, before receiving such license, be 
required to pny to the government of Brit- 
ish Columbia as a fee for such license, the 
following duties, that is to say: 

"For a 'wholesale license,' two hundred 
dollars for one year. 

"For a 'hotel license' In a locality of not 
less than fifty adult inhabitants (not count- 
ing Chinese, Japanese or Indians), one hun- 
dred dollars for one year. 

"For a 'hotel licence' In a locality of less 
than fifty adult Inhabitants, sixty dollars 
for one year." 

Inasmuch as be had given due notice of 
this amendment, anil the Finance Minister 
had not, the Junior member for Esquimau 
held that his proposal should be first con- 
sidered—If Indeed the proposal of the Fin- 
ance Minister was entitled to considera- 
tion, the required notice not having been 
given. 

lion. Mr. Cotton pointed out that he had 
Informed the committee at its last sitting 
that he would endeavor to meet the wishes 
of hon. members who had urged license 
fee reductions, this being the step then 
indicated. He was willing to concede thut 
the amendment of the member for Esqui- 
mau should be llrst considered, although 
the government could not accept the propo- 
sals of that gentleman In view of the seri- 
ous loss of revenue entailed. 

Mr. Eberts also pointed to the fnet that 
he had proposed an amendment to reduce 
the fee for rural districts to the old amount 
of $<K), which he argued to be a quite sufll- 
clent amount. These wayside houses made 
no money, and while the half-loaf offered 
by the Finance .Minister would be apprecia- 
ted, It would be better to do complete jus- 
tice nnd restore the old fees. The govern- 
ment was feeling public opinion and Its 
every move was emulative of Davy Crock- 
ett's coou— "Don't shoot; I'll come down." 
(Laughter.) 

This suggestion was supported by Mr. A. 
W. Smithy while Mr. Prentice held that the 
Minister of Finance had gone us far M ) le 
could, nnd hail made a very fair propo- 
sition which should heartily commend It- 
self to the house. It could not be expect- 
ed that the Increase should be taken off nil 
at once. 

"It was put on nil at once Inst session," 
observed Mr. Pooley, who also urged that 
the reduction be sufficient to restore the 
fee to the old figure. 

Mr. Macpherson did not see why the sen- 
ior member for Esquimau should be so 
solicitous In this matter. As lie under- 
stood It, liquor was to be found In Esqui- 
mau district under rose bushes and be- 
hind old logs. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Pooley assured the member for Van- 
couver that lie had never found refresh- 
ment so conveniently distributed. 

Mr. Higgins remarked that the liquor was 
only supposed to grow on rose bushes once 
every four years. (Renewed laughter.) 

Mr. Neill thought that Mr. Higgins was 
wrong In his arithmetic, and that he wa> 
wrong In saying that he only proposed to 
restore old conditions. Mr. Higgins had 
stated that his amendment was to be con- 
sidered as a step In the right direction. 

Mr. Higgins denied ever having used so 
stereotyped an expression. He objected to 
the Attorney-General to preserve the bor- 
rowing rights of companies formed prior 
to the passage of the bill— the measure 
not having been designed to be in any 
way retroactive. As so amended the bill 
was reported complete, the report to be 
considered on Friday. 

SUPREME COURT BILL, 

In committee on this measure (Mr. 
Prentice being chairman), it was decided 
not to take action with regard to the 
change of the long vacation from July 
and August to August ami September un- 
til the opinion of the majority of the pro- 
fession could be ascertained with po«i- 
tivew'ss. Oilier amendments of interest 
only to the profession were also made in 
committee. 

Mr. Joseph Martin moved the insertion 
of a section providing that one of the 
Supreme court judges should reside at 
Vancouver, vigorously urging the neces- 
sity fur such residence. 

lion. .Mr. Henderson, Mr. Pooley, Hon. 
Mr. Semlin and Mr. McPhillips opposed 
tiiis amendment, the three first named 
gentlemen urging that such legislation 
would be useless as the house did not 
possess the power to compel the judges 
to reside in any other place than they 
themselves chose: while Mr. McPhillips 
held the proposed amendment to be in 
order, but not desirable as in the direc- 
tion of decentralizing the power of the 
courts. * 

Major-General Kinchant thought if 
judges were being given out, Cariboo 
should have one. 

Mr. Kellie proposed an amendment to 
the effect that at least one Supreme court 
the member for Alberul putting words in 
bis mouth. 

Mr. Nelli did not wish to put anything In 
the member's mouth, and

Series of Halr-Raising'Episodes 
Crowded Into Trip to 
Callao.

From the San Francisco Examiner. 

The little ten-ton yacht Xora has just 
completed an ostensible pleasure voyage 
which for unusual adventure and thril- 
ling happenings has no equal in the logs 
of similar vessels. Percy McCord, the 
sturdy captain of this small craft, gives 
a graphie description of the hardships 
and mishaps that he and his crew under- 
went. Leaving Victoria, B. C, with 
Uallao, Peru, as destination, all went 
well until the yacht was unexpectedly 
becalmed off the coast of Mexico. A 
large school of grampuses disported them- 
selves about the, becalmed vessel, and one 
was eventually harpooned. This monster 
actually towed the small ship along. With 
the cud of the lines fastened securely to 
the yacht the powerful grampus pulled 
the ship for miles. 

The next exciting adventure consisted of 
an attack by a large number of whales, 
resulting in the loss of the rudder. The 
sea was red with blood of the defeated 
whales. Thus disabled, it was extremely 
difficult for the yacht to reach a Peru- 
vian port. The captain is not disposed to 
talk much of the suffering that ensued, 
but for days the rations were cut' down 
to the minimum of a biscuit and a glass 
of water. 

Tne return voyage from Callao was 
also replete with hazardous incidents 
The yacht got into the calm belt, as ii 
had done before. Instead of being both 
ered by grampuses the crew had to con 
tend with large sharks. One of thest 
sharks seemed to take an especial fancy 
to the yacht, continually following it on 
its trip. A heavy sea washed one of the 
crew overboard, and he was in imminent 
peril from the shark, not to mention the 
danger of drowning. By skillful marks- 
manship the shark was killed, after 
which the sailor was readily saved. 
BY CAPTAIN PERCY M'CORD. 

I sailed from Victoria, B.C.. in a teu- 
tou yacht on July 5. 1809, bound for 
Callao, Peru. Had I foreseen the dan- 
gerous experiences in store for me the 
Xora would never have left the snug 
little bay. Now I look back with mingl- 
ed horror and amusement on the many 
exciting events that occurred on my 
cruise. 

1 was in latitude 18 dog. 40 mill, north, 
longitude 100 deg. 35 rain, west, and four 
days out from San Bias, a Mexican port, 
that I first became acquainted with one 
of the species of the huge mammalia that 
live at the bottom of the ocean. 

Ever since we left San Bias we had 
been running with close-reefed sails be- 
fore one of the hurricanes characteristic 
of the Mexican coast. On the evening 
of the third day the wind dropped as 
suddenly as it had .sprung up. leaving 
us on the following morning becalmed 
on the wide ocean. As far as the eye 
could see not a ripple appeared to dis- 
turb the tranquillity of the glassy sur- 
face, and for once the name "Pacific" 
seemed exceedingly appropriate. 

In vain we walked the deck, calling on 
Neptune to send the breeze that would 
carry us on to our destination. The Xora 
lay at rest, and the banging about of the 
main sheet ultimately became so monoto- 
nous that I decided to lower all sails and 
wait for the wind. This was done, and 
then, with hook and line, we endeavored 
to beguile the time which hung SO heavily 
on oar hands. 

Presently, on the port bow, appeared a 
school of porpoises, puffingand blowing 
as they raced toward our little yacht. 
Here was a chance for diversion. Hur- 
riedly preparing a small harpoon, I wait- 
ed for the approach of the fish. With 
many grunts of evident astonishment, 
they . swam around and around the boat, 
their great black heads protruding now 
anil again as they viewed tin? small sloop 
that had the audacity to intrude into 
their territory. 

Making fast the end of the line to the 
anchor bitts, I stood on the bow waiting 
for a good opportunity to drive home the 
iron. Presently it came. A huge gram- 
pus, more curious than the rest, paused 
in front of the boat, and, rearing himself 
out of the water, gave a grunt of evi- 
dent disapproval. Seizing the harpoon, 
I drove it with great force at the head 
of the porpoise, and great was my joy 
when, with a blow and a shake, be dived 
down with the harpoon deeply imbedded 
in his neck. 

Out ran the line with great velocity, 
and with a jerk that would have snapped 
it if it had not been a new rope. Pausing 
for an instant ns if to gain fresh breath, 
up came the grampus about .three fnth 
oms on (he starboard how, surrounded 
by his fellow-fish, who sported and jump- 
ed around him in sympathy. 

Only for nn instant did he remain ou 
top; then, exerting himself, dived again. 
Imagine our astonishment when we 
found that the fish was actually towing 
the Xora along at the rate of about five 
knots an hour. Lashing the tiller amid- 
ships, we stood for'ard, an axe at hand 
to sever the line at the slightest danger, 
and watched with interest the antics of 
our unique tugboat. Our course was 
south-southeast, and the fish was 
steering only a point to the south'ard we 
decided to take advantage of this unlook- 
ed-for assistance and to retain its services 
as long as it did not alter its course. 

For the next hour on we went, the fish, 
undoubtedly mad with pain and fright, 
towing steadily and seemingly intent on 
escape. Now and again he would rise 
and blow, lashing the water with his tail 
n« he tried to shake himself free from 
his burden. At the expiration of another 
hulf-hnur the . pace visibly decreased. 
When we attempted to haul him in. two 
hours later the fish gave up the struggle, 



was dispatched and hauled on deck for 
examination. From nose to tail he 
measured fifteen feet, and was, I believe, 
the first of his ilk thai has ever had the 
distinction of towing a yacht at seat. 

Next morning the breeze sprang up 
from the northeast and we continued on 
our way, making Cocos island twenty- 
six davs later. Here we rested for ten 
days and then set the course for Callao. 
With a good breeze we crossed the line 
in 81! deg. 53 rain, west, and stood in for 
the laud. Early ou the 27th 
Henry Vuss, a fourteen-year-old boy, who 
was holding the tiller, while I was wash- 
ing, called to me that land was dead 
ahead. The next instant I felt a shock, 
but I knew that we had not grounded. 
Hastening on deck, I found that it wus 
the carcass of a huge whale that we had 
struck; but fortunately no damage was 
dune to the boat, for, the breeze being 
very light, immediately on striking it the 
Xora had swung round, the boom jibed 
and she stood on the other tack. Though 
no apparent damage was done, the stench 
followed us and was the cause the fol- 
lowing day of placing us in an awful 
predicament and subjecting us to an at- 
tack by a school of whales. 

At eight bells that afternoon the watch 
on deck reported whales blowing on the 
starboard quarter, and we all repaired 
ou deck to wash them. Rising to tin- 
top of the water and blowing their water- 
spouts high into the air, the whales made 
straight for our sloop, scenting, it seemed, 
the stench which still clung to the vessel 
from its encounter with the dead whale. 
By their antics it appeared they were in 
a "bad humor, and the question arose in 
my mind whether they intended to attack 
us or not. We were, however, not left 
long in doubt, for closing together as if 
to gather strength from union, they 
formed in line and charged like a line of 
cavalry. 

Arming ourselves with Winchesters, 
we waited until 300 yards only separated 
us, and then proceeded to dose the whales 
with leaden pilis. This had the desired 
effect for a lime, and they swam off, 
leaving the water discolored with their 
blood. We were just congratulating 
ourselves on our escape when they ap 
peared again, this time on the port side, 
and their numbers increased. 

Again we prepared to receive them, and 
pumped the magazines into their midst. 
Again they retreated, defeated, but yet 
again did they charge, this time dividing 
their forces, on attacking the side and 
the other the stern. The boy held the 
tiller, and my two companions and my- 
self took up our positions, two to repel 
the starboard attack and one at the 
stern. 

The water at this time was red with 
the blood of the injured whales, anil 
great anxiety was ours, for if one suc- 
ceeded in striking the boat the frail tim- 
bers would he splintered like matchwood 
and our fate sealed. Successfully we 
beat the one division off with a broad- 
side; but a shout from the man in the 
stern announced that he had not been 
so fortunate there. Rushing aft to assist 
him, we felt an awful shock and the 
Xora trembled under the blow. Fully 
expecting every moment to feel our- 
selves struggling in the water, we raised 
our rilles and fired into the struggling 
mass that was near the boat. We wen? 
greatly relieved to see them making off 

Our attention was immediately turned 
to the afloat. Upon investigation we 
found that the blow of the whale had 
narrowly missed the stern, but had com- 
pletely smashed the rudder. This, to 
say the best of, was decidedly inconven- 
ient; but, thankful that it was no worse, 
we went to work to rig a jury rudder 
while we grimly speculated on what 
might have happened. 

With great difficulty we steered for 
Paytn, a Peruvian port. There w re- 
paired the damage done and reached 
Callao some fourteen days later, where 
thousands of curious residents visited 
our sloop and expressed their astonish- 
ment at the size of our craft. 

Leaving Callao on November 0th, with 
exceptionally strong trade winds. we 
crossed the line when ten days out, anil 
two days later were fairly in the dold- 
rums. For thirty -six hours we lay be- 
calmed, interspersed now and then with 
fierce squalls from the northeast. This 
weather continued for the next three 
days, and during this time dozens of 
large sharks were seen around the boat. 
When settled weather set in we scudded 
along al a good rate, but could not lose 
a monstrous shark, which followed us 
with great persistence. 

On December 9th Henry Voss, the boy, 
was for'ard at the hatch, when a heavy 
sea struck the boat, and, coming aboard, 
washed him off at the lee rigging. 
Dropping the tiller I seized a rope, and 
for the first time during our voyage the 
dreaded cry "Man overboard" rang 
throughout the ship. Only an hour before 
1 had observed the large cruel-looking 
shark following in our wake, and as the 
unfortunate hoy was by this time some 
hundred yards astern we became scared, 
as we expected momentarily to see him 
seized by the hungry shark. My com- 
panions were on deck in an instant, but 
before we could wear the boat the boy, 
who is a capital swimmer, had leached 
the rope hanging astern and was pulling 
himself in. Shouting words of encour- 
agement to him, we anxiously watched 
for any sign of the shark, with our rifles 
ready to use. Presently, on the quarter, 
a black fin glistened as it sped through 
the water towards its prey. Raising my 
rifle I fired, but without effect, and on 
to the doomed lad swam the fish. The 
rifle shot had attracted the boy's atten- 
tion to this unlooked-for danger, and a 
yell of terror rang from his lips as he 
clung to the line, knowing that every ef- 
fort to save himself was bringing him 
nearer an awful death. My companions 
look aim and fired simultaneously, nnd a 
red spot on the water showed they had 
not fired in vain. The- shark lashed the 
water in its fury and blindly made for 
the ship, and then a shot from my rifle 
at close quarters rendered it harmless. 
The poor boy, exhausted and half dead 
with fright, was hauled on board by an- 
xious hands. 

Wishing to ascertain the length of the 
monster we harpooned it while it was 
floundering about the side, and parbuck- 
ling it. hoisted the now disabled shark 
on deck. With its tail Hush with the 
stern, the head being over the bow of 
our little craft, and on measuring it from 
tail to fin it measured thirty-two .feet, j 
truly a horrible antagonist to meet in the | 
water in mid-ocean.

GRAND FORKS. 

Grand Forks, Feb. C— An entertain- 
ment in aid of. the Canadian patriotic 
fund will be held in the Grand Opera 
house on Saturday evening. Great en- 
thusiasm was displayed at the prelimin- 
ary meeting called by Mayor Manly. The 
indications are that Grand Forks will 
make a substantial contribution in aid 
of this worthy cause. 

The work of grading the spur from the 
main line of the C. & W., two miles north 
of the city to the Grand Forks smelter, 
will be completed next week. James B. 
Welsh, the contractor, will then under- 
take a contract on the Laudeau-Dun- 
can railway (O.P.K.). Subsequently he 
will return in order to build a spur from 
Phoenix to the city of Paris and other 
mines in Central camp. 

The Grand Forks brass baud is in a 
nourishing condition. It now owns its 
own hall. 

The spring building boom has com- 
menced already and again the sound of 
the hammer and saw resounds through 
tlie city. Construction is now being 
pushed on three new blocks and several 
residences in the main portion of the 
town, while many residences, are going 
up in the suburbs. 

The change that has taken place in the 
last few months in the northern portion 
of the city, near the power house, is a 
revelation. Where was but last spring 
a thick tangle of underbrush is now one 
of the most populous resideutal sections 
of tin' city. There have been over 100 
neat little cottages erected here within 
the past year. And they are the best 
kind of homes for' a city— -homes of peo- 
ple who have come here to stay, ami are 
building up a cosy home in the country 
where they have chosen t< reside. The 
various lumber mills are getting ready 
lor the building rush which comes every 
spring and taxes them to their utmost 
capacity, and they hope this year to he 
abb' to meet all demands. They have 
been busy all winter and have good 
stocks of* lumber already in the yards. 
There is every reason to believe that 
with the wide attention which has been 
attracted in the milling world by the 
Boundary district, there will be an un- 
precedented rush of capital into the coun- 
try during the coming season and that 
Grand Forks will double in population be- 
fore next fall. 

Porter Bros., who have the contract for 
the dam across the Kettle River for the 
smelter company, about one and a half 
miles above town, have a large force of 
men at work and are pushing the work 
with the utmost vigor in order to get the 
work completed before the high water 
sets in in the spring. The huge dyke 
of rock which was believed would give 
them a linn foundation slopes away ab- 
ruptly at this point and was found very 
much broken up below the river level, 
and it was necessary to go down 10 feet 
below the bottom of the stream before a 
solid foundation could be found, and even 
then piling was necessary. Considerable 
tliillculty has been experienced in dispos- 
ing of the water below the cofferdam. 
Two powerful pumps are already in op- 
eration here and it has been found neces- 
sary to send out after another one which 
it is expected will arrive within the next 
few days. Unless some new and unex- 
pected difficulty conies up they will be 
able to turn on the stream in the huge 
Hume within the next 00 days, at about 
which time it is expected that everything 
will be ready to begin operations at the 
smelter power bouse, and it is likely that 
the big plant itself will be able to start 
lip by the time the dam is finished. 

THE DELTA CREAMERY. 

Company Declares Ten Per Cent. Divi- 
dend as Result of Supplying Victoria 
Market. 

The annual meeting of the Delta 
Creamery Company, Limited, was held 
nr town hall, Laduer, on Wednesday, the 
president, Mr. H. N. Rich, in the chair, 
and a full attendance of shareholders 
and patrons. The president in address- 
ing the meeting said the company had 
manufactured during 1899 70,138 lbs. of 
butter, which was sold for $18,787, gross 
price of $20.78 per 100 lbs. The manu- 
facturing expenses, including all charges 
for marketing, wages an depreciation of 
machinery were $5.41 per 100 lbs., leav- 
ing a net price .of $21.37 per 100 lbs. 
Nearly all the butter had been marketed 
in Victoria. The profits to the company 
on each 100 lbs. butter sold had been 
$2.63, from which it was decided to pay 
the shareholders a dividend on stock at 
the rate of 10 per cent, (as against 7 per 
cent, last year), and carry forward the 
balance or profit to the reserve fund, 
making it $1,305. A vote ot thanks was 
passed to the president, accompanied by 
a donation of $75, and the new directors, 
Messrs. H. N. Rich (president), .1. A. 
Patterson, 1"T. D. Benson, W. Pybus and 
T. 10. Laduer, having been elected, the 
meeting adjourned.

According to nn abstract from the 
United States Patent Oilice Gazette for 
tlie week ending January 30th, 1900, 
received from Messrs. Tretheway anil 
Brittain, 4SS patents were issued to 
citizens of that country; Austria-Hun- 
gary, 3; Canada, 10; France, 5; Great 
Britain, 20; Germany, 15: Italy, 1; Nor- 
way, 1; Queensland, 1; Russia, 1; Swed- 
en, ]; Switzerland, 11 and Victoria, 1. 
Of the above, one hundred and forty- 
seven were assigned to manfacturing 
(inns and others before the grants were 
made. Two British Columbians secur- 
ed a patent that week, G. Leask and 
K. G. Driuuan, Niuiaimo, friction pul- 
ley. 

An abstract from the Canadian Patent 
Oilice Record for the month ending No- 
vember 30, 181)9, shows that •15(5 patents 
have been granted, of which nn umber 5 
came from British Columbia: Kli Beam, 
Vancouver, chisel; John B. Houston, 
Vancouver, assigned to Armstrong and 
Morrison, means for closing retort doors; 
James R. Rebbeek, Victoria, assigned to 
the Albion Iron Works, same place, door 
for steam boxes and retorts; G. H. ITar- 
die and N. Thompson, Vancouver, en- 
gine nnd A. E. Woods, New Westmin- 
ster, dowel door boring machine.

A Canton correspondent writing by the 
just-urrivetl Empress of GMuu, saya: 
"Never since the Tsiug dynasty has pir- 
acy been so rife as at present. Outrage*! 
are too numerous for reckoning. The 
notorious pirate chiel Foo Uhau-hoi and 
his gang, two thousand persons, have 
grown so bold that the mandarin soldiers 
dare not advance against them. They 
have fifteen steam-launches and many 
nnake boats with supplies of provisions 
and ammunition for years. Their en- 
sign Us a large red llag bearing the char- 
acter *'Foo" and n fishtail. Their hiding 
places are the friendly villages of Chu- 
towsliau, Howtong, Kucheu, and Mus- 
linug, and amongst the hlMy recesses be- 
hind the Boyne forts, from which they 
sally forth to attack trading junks and 
steam launches and to levy blackmail. 
Any merchant junk or uteam launch will- 
ing to pay a monthly or quarterly squeeze 
is given a small rod llag with the charac- 
ter "Poo," and a fishtail embroidered in 
gold upon it as a guarantee against at- 
tack, and the vessel is told that it may 
go anywhere without tear, and that if 
attacked and robbed by other parties the 
Foo gang will recover the stolen proper- 
ty. One day last mouth, while a party 
of the pirates were going up river in a 
steamer, with their red llag boldly Hying, 
they met a mandarin torpedo boat. In- 
stead of turning tail, they «houted to the 
mandarin boat to clear away or she 
would be fired upon, and the mandarin 
boat cleared away accordingly. A short 
time ago, when the pirate chief took a 
concubine, a number of trading junks, 
steam launches,, the merchants o[ the 
several villages sent him presents of 
scrolls and other urticlen to congratulate 
him in the happy event, and he acknow- 
ledged the gift very civilly. The modern 
brigands might have continued their 
operations absolutely without interrup- 
tion had they not made the mistake on 
December 31st, of seizing the Bteam- 
lauuch Esaug, near Kumchuk, with an 
English-owned passenger boat in tow. 
Tlie alarm was given to the Kuuichuek 
customs station, and the armed revenue 
launch Eumuntsoi at once gave chase. 
The Esaug meanwhile had slipped away 
down river, making for (Jhutoushau, the 
pirate refuge. Another towing launch, 
bound up, meeting the Esung, promptly 
cast off her tow and joined in the pursuit. 
Shots were exchanged between the pirates 
und the customs' launch. N.-.U the 
steumer Saikoug, from Hongkong to 
Sanwhai, met the expedition, and the 
captain attempted to run down the 
pirates. His manoeuvre was not success- 
ful, but he, too, joined in the pursuit. 
The British officers on the Saikoug fired, 
with commendable energy, some 100 
rounds or so from small arms, but al- 
though, as was found afterwards, they 
riddled the Esang'.s awning and wood- 
work, they "backed" no pirates. 

Arrived near Chutoushau, the pirates 
made up a creek where the Saikoug 
could nut foUow. The Eumuntsoi, how- 
ever, continued the chase, and at last ran 
the quarry to earth some miles up the 
creek. The pirates, unfortunately, got 
away safely, but the captain aud crew of 
the launch were left to "fuce the music." 
Another recent ease is yet more serious.

chased by the steam cutter of 11. M. S. 
Tweed. As usual the pirates lied to 
Obutouiihun, and went up the creek. The 
cutter followed for six miles till a large 
village was reached. Here the launch 
was abandoned, -but the pirates, rein- 
forced by some i3(J villagers, poured a hot 
lire ou the British, wounding one blue- 
jacket fatally. Of the pirates, two were 
killed and probably more. 

Keferrimr to t.ho incident editorially, on 
January 10, the Hongkong Press de- 
mands that the British authorities force 
the Viceroy to inflict summary puuish- 
ment ou the villages concerned, aud send 
the Sandpiper to see that it does it. 
i'iensin correspondeuta predict that Li 
Hung-Chaug, when he takes up the Vice- 
royalty, will make short work of the 
piracy prevailing; in the Two Kwaugs, 
and m support of this view points to the 
improvement effected in the public order 
of Tiensin during his excellency's tenure 
there. The correspondents, however, 
make the important qualification that the 
iethurgyj of age is creeping upon Li. 
While Chinese authorities extirpate the 
piracy themselves, if they are dilatory in 
doing so, the British gunboats will he 
despatched to shell out the piratical vil 
lages. These are 'known to include all 
in the neighborhood of Chutowshan, at 
Howtong and at Kiichen. 

The fnct that Li is personally unpopu- 
lar in tlie south is thoroughly understood 



The rigorous measures taken in Japan 
to check the spread of the plague appear 
to have been only partially successful 
for the week's average of new cases on 
January J5th was higher than in a month 
previous, and fatal results almost invari- 
ably occurred. Consternation had been 
occasioned by the appearance of indis- 
putable plague eases at Yeddo, Hakodate 
and Hiroshima (rats in each instance be- 
ing held responsible), and the govern- 
ment as well as the Osaka sanitary asso- 
ciation lias come forward with offers of 
valuable premiums for serviceable and 
cheap methods of catching the dangerous 
rodents, the competition for traps and 
mechanical devices closing January tiu. 
At Yeddo u family of five is said to have 
been poisoned through eating poisoned 
rice left in a godown for the destruction 
of rats. 

CONTRACT LABOR. 

Despite the explicit orders of the Ha- 
waiian authorities emigrants from Japan 
under contract continue to be despatched 
thither. The Toyo Kiseu Kuisha steamer 
Nippon-Maru sailing on the 13th Janu- 
ary, carried GOO emigrants despatched 
by the Kumnmoto, Eukushima and Meri- 
oka Emigration companies. In Yoko- 
hama recently the plague claimed the 
mother of the third physician as a vic- 
tim, while this same doctor's mistress 
sickened and died within five hours. 
Thus the three chief physicians in ser- 
vice, their three wives, the mother and 
the mistress of one of them and the 
rickshaw driver of another have died, 
and the nuihorities are agreed that the 
curse is not to be checked once it gams 
a footing. 

RELIGION IN JAPAN. 

Representatives of the Japanese Chris- 
tians have hnd numerous meetings for 
the purpose of considering the Religious 
bill, ami have decided that, on the whole, 
it deserves support. They wish, however, 
to obtain some relaxation of the veto 
against religious ministers and teachers 
taking part in politics. They also desire 
that the right of appeal to the adminis 
trative court should be provided in the 
event of dissent from a decision of the 
ordinary authorities. Finally, they de- 
sire to remove the provisions relating to 
a religious council, und to the religious 
disability of persons who have been de- 
prived of public rights. 

The zealous disciples of the Shin sect 
in the Hokuriku districts on the other 
hand, have allowed themselves in be 
worked up to intense excitement over the 
measure, which virtually means the 
death of Buddhism as the state religion 
of Japan. Monster meetings have beeu 
held in Kaga and Etchiu, and resolutions 
have been passed vehemently supporting 
the attitude assumed by the Hlgnshi 
Hongwan Temple, the agitators even go- 
ing so far as to call upon the people to 
defy the constitution of the state, where- 
in it enunciates the principle of absolute 
religious liberty. 

AGGRESSIVE POLITICIANS. 

The Japanese minister of foreign af- 
fairs is to be interrogated by the Pro- 
gressists as soon as the diet opens. A 
series of questions will be propounded as 
to what steps are contemplated with re- 
gard to the Soul-Fusan railway, one half 
of the time covered by the concession 
having already expired; what measures 
are adopted for promoting tlie interests 
and protecting the lives and property of 
the twenty thousand Japanese subjects 
now in Korea; what is the state of af- 
fairs with regard to Massampo; how 
Japanese fishery rights in Korean waters 
are guaranteed; what is being done to 
further the progress of military organiza- 
tion in China; why no steps are taken to 
assist the development of Japan's newly 
acquired settlements in China; whether, 
in view of the activity shown by Kuro- 
pean powers in obtaining privileges in 
China, precautions are adopted to guar- 
antee Japan's interests, and so on. In 
fact the Progressists seem disposed tu 
open up the whole question of the cabin- 
et's policy as to China and Korea. 

There is talk, apparently authentic, of 
Count Matsukata's making a trip to 
Europe and America after the diet rises 
—to personally conduct investigations in- 
to the financial administration of the 
various courts of Europe. 

AMERICANS IN EVIDENCE. 

By permission of the Japanese authori- 
ties, a full-dress parade of the 48th 
(Colored) Regiment, IT. S. Volunteers, 
took place at Yokohama on January 1-1. 
Twelve companies, with the regimental 
hand, Innded and marched to the public 
garden, the force numbering 1,400 men. 
The marching and general deportment of 
the men was excellent, and considering 
that the officers have only hnd some four 
months in which *o drill the men their 
present state of efficiency is marvellous. 
Miller, the American convicted of the

the Opening. 



Octogenarian New Senators 
Campaign Politics In Sess- 
ional Programme. 



From (Kir Own Correspondent. 

Ottawu, Feb. 3.— There Is very little about 
the opening of parliament which rendered 
the ceremony different from the thirty-four 
other sessional openings which have taken 
place since 1807. The crowd outside was 
smaller owing to the blizzard breeze blow- 
ing over the brow of Parliament Hill. The 
attendance Inside the Senate chamber was 
larger than ever before, as additional ac- 
commodation had been provided for the 
ladles. The door space In the centre of 
the chamber hitherto regarded ns sacred to 
Itlnck Itotl aud the Governor-General's sec- 
retary to enable them to perform their 
bowing with grace and dignity, bad been 
Invudeil by a host of fair dames so that the 
dapper little gentleman of the Black Mod 
and Cnpt. Grnhnm, Ills Excellency's secre- 
tary, hnd only a very narrow aisle In which 
to walk. The papal ablegate, Mgr. Falcoulo, 
was as much observed as Lord and Lady 
Mluto. It was noticed that the Grand Sov- 
ereign of the Orange order kept a close 
watch upon the doings of Archbishop l<"ul- 
conlo, but according to the lateHt reports 
the British constitution Is all right. The 
scene In the chamber was a most brilliant 
one, and those who were privileged to wit- 
ness It for the llrst time were greatly de- 
lighted. 

TUB NEW SENATORS. 
The Sennte bad little business to trans- 
act. The new clerk, Major Cbapleau, pre- 
sented his commission and took his place at 
the table. Then, new senators were Intro- 
duced, among them being Mr. Fulford, of 
Pink rills fume, who spent last year nearly 
a million dollars In advertising his patent 
medicine to make "pain people" well. Ful- 
ford Is, comparatively speaking, a young 
man — 1<! years of age. In contrast Is Mr. 
Burpee, of Sunbury, who takes Mr. Tem- 
ple's seat at 83 years of age. In the old 
days of Conservative rule some of the more 
Impolite orgnns of the Llbernl party were 
accustomed to speak of the Senate as "an 
aggregation of deereplts." Tills clnss of 
newspaper would not now be able to re- 
proach a senator of being old, as the gov- 
ernment seemingly does not practise when 
In power what It preached when In opposi- 
tion.

CONTINGENT FOR AFRICA. 
Just before the house adjourned an in- 
cident occurred which showed the desire of 
the government to head off criticism with 
regard to the sending of the contingent 
from Canada to South Africa. The opposi- 
tion is strongly opposed to the C.O.D. poli- 
cy, and maintains that the Dominion should 
pay the entire cost of equipping and main- 
taining Its forces now at the front. The 
government does not propose to do this, 
and will plead ns a reason that It Is the ex- 
press desire of the Imperial government 
that all (he troops In South Africa should 
be on the same footing as regards pay. It 
Is the anxiety of the Laurlcr ministry to get 
this correspondence before parliament at 
the earliest possible moment that led them 
to make a serious innovation In parliamen- 
tary practice. The right of parliament to 
transact business before considering the 
speech from the throne has always been 
maintained under the British system. Both 
In the Sennte and House of Commons on 
Thursday therefore government bills were 
Introduced pro forma. They will never bo 
heard of again this session, but will bob 
up serenely next year, as they have done 
for years past. But that the Premier should 
break In with other business, after the prin- 
ciple above mentioned had beeu asserted, Is 
a rather startling departure from the usual 
procedure. Sir Wilfrid turned round In his 
seat and gave the nod to young Mr. Bour- 
assa, who rose In his place and asked for 
the correspondence which had passed be- 
tween the British and Canadian govern- 
ments In reference to the participation by 
Canada In the war In South Africa. Papers 
as a rule are not brought down except by 
~-~ge from Ills Excellency, or on motion 
ndopted by parllnment. ' In this ense so nox- 
ious wns Sir Wilfrid to get the correspon- 
dence down, tbnt he at once consented to 
Its production without even waiting for a 
motion to be made. It was therefore de- 
cided to present It on Monday, a copy to be 
sent to Sir Chnrleo Tupper, for his private 
Information, to-day. 

POLITICAL TRICK. 
The speech from the throne Is n disap- 
pointing document. It is wordy, and that 
1b about all that can be said about It. While 
it wns being rend by the Governor-General 
one member of parliament expressed his de- 
light to another with the speech as fnr as 
he hnd heard It. "And how much Inn e 
you heard?" be was asked. "Nothing," 
was the reply. Even If he could have heard, 
it would be a difficult matter for him to 
pick out anything Important from such n 
muss of verbiage. The general para- 
graphs may Irreverently be described as 
blather, while the legislation promised is 
of the least Important character, save, per- 
haps, the Banking Act amendment bill. The 
redistribution bill Is to get an airing again 
this year,, but It will meet the same fate 
ns the measure of last session. The only 
object which the government has in re-In- 
troduclug the bill Is to crento a prejudice 
ngnlnst the Conservntlve members of the 
upper house, and to facilitate the alleged 
scheme oi Sennte reform, by creating the 
impression throughout the country, tind 
especially In England, to which an amend- 
ment to the constitution must be sent, that 
our Senate Is nn obstructive body. The 
Conservatives will not be scared by nny 
threats, but will throw the bill out on the 
same grounds as last year— its one-sided and 
Inconsistent provisions. It may be men- 
tioned that political parties In the Senate 
now stand b'2 Conservatives and 29 Liber- 
als, giving the Conservatives a majority of 
2.'J. At one time, during the last year the 
Conservatives were in power, the parties 
stood relatively, Conservatives V0, Liberals 
11, a majority of 09.
